THE ART OF THE BOOK. I. 


Tue National Book League Exhibition of 100 British Books, chosen for 
excellence of design and printing, was opened last May in their Albemarle 
Street premises in the West End of London. This Exhibition, which will 
tour the Continent of Europe and the Americas, has become an annual 
event since the end of the last war, making it evident that book design has 
gained official recognition and has become established, both as an aesthetic 
and technical factor of the book. 

Book design is more of a new expression than a new factor. The art 
of the book began before the invention of printing, and when most of its 
earliest achievements in these islands, including the work of Caxton, 
Baskerville and their successors, were exhibited last year in the Bibliothéque 
Nationale, Paris, they attracted more public attention than many more 
ambitious but less convincing demonstrations of British craftsmanship and 
thought, and won the highest critical appreciation of British cultural 
accomplishment. 

A product of our highly specialised world, book design only became a 
career early in the twentieth century. The printer of old designed his own 
type face, arranging it and printing it himself. Stanley Morison’s brilliant 
and concise essay, The Typographic Arts (1949, Sylvan Press, 21s.), throws 
a clear light on this rich past. 

It may be asked, and rightly so, whether anyone will buy a book for 
merits of design only, disregarding the contents. The terms of reference 
under which the selectors make their annual choice for the National Book 
League specifically state that the high level of design and printing should 
be in relation to the price of the book. It is obvious, therefore, that the 
bulk of the yearly yield should come from general publishers, and that 
the reward of selection should go to those who take greater care of the 
production of their average run of publications rather than to publishers 
of limited editions only. The reward is not for book design superimposed 
on or isolated from the contents of a book, but for aptness of presentation 
of the contents. 

Like printing itself, book design is the servant of the publisher, and both 
have to take their place in a very complex machinery, the workings of 
which are presented with such clarity in Sir Stanley Unwin’s classic, The 
Truth about Publishing (6th edition 1950, Allen & Unwin, 9s.6d.). The 
present-day implications of his encyclopaedic information are admirably 
brought to life in Michael Joseph’s The Adventure of Publishing (1949, 
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Wingate, 8s.6d.), and a picture of a hundred years in the life of a publishing 
firm is drawn in The House of Macmillan, 1843-1943, by Charles Morgan 
(1944, Macmillan). 


* * * * * 


Recently some substantial English additions to literature on the book 
have appeared, and the listing and brief information of their contents is 
the main purpose of this article. It might, however, be helpful to those 
interested in this subject if they are set against the background of some 
earlier similar publications which, although some are at present out of print, 
should be found on the shelves of libraries of standing in most parts of 
the world. 

The first volume to establish the title, The Art of the Book, a Review of 
European and American Work in Typography, Page Decoration and 
Binding, was edited by Charles Holme (1914, Studio). The essays, British 
Types for Printing Books by Bernard H. Newdigate and Fine Bookbinding 
in England by Douglas Cockerell, were written by leading experts of the 
day and can be looked upon as the best compact appreciations of 1914. 
Although the reproductions of German, French, Austrian, Hungarian, 
Swedish and American books are valuable, they do not live up to the title 
of the book, either in selection or reproduction standards, compared with 
Stanley Morison’s examples of similar subjects in his Four Centuries of Fine 
Printing (2nd edition 1949, Benn, 35s.). 

The Golden Book, by Douglas C. McMurtrie (1927), was rewritten and 
substantially enlarged under the title of The Book: The Story of Printing and 
Bookmaking (3rd edition 1943, Oxford University Press, 52s.6d.). In the 
author’s own words: ‘Any appreciation of modern book design is based, 
to a considerable degree at least, on an acquaintance with and understanding 
of the historical development of the book. For that reason many of the 
chapters in the first three parts are historical, beginning with the origins 
of writing and of our alphabet and then tracing in brief outline the making 
of books from the earliest times, with some reference to the work of out- 
standing individual printers, and attempting some appraisal of their 
contributions to the art of book design. Later chapters are devoted to a 
discussion of the various features of bookmaking which enter into the 
planning and production of various kinds of books. In the concluding 
chapter is attempted some orientation of our present status and the 
formulation of a program for still further improvement of bookmaking, 
looking toward an ideal within the limits of practical accomplishment.’ 

No doubt our whole historical approach to any subject has undergone a 
considerable change between 1927 and 1952; but in the absence of the 
history, or rather the social history of the book, which has yet to be written, 
this story of the book is a useful general introduction, with its illustrations 
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and forty-two-page invaluable bibliography under such subject-headings as 
Primitive Human Records, The Origin of the Alphabet, The Alphabet in 
Western Europe, Paper and its Origins, Handwritten Books, Printing in 
the Far East, Early European Woodcuts, The Block Books, Johann 
Gutenberg’s Invention, The Dissemination of Printing, The Master Printers 
of Venice, The First Printing in English, The Production of the Incunabula, 
Book Illustration, Early Book Decoration, Printers’ Marks, The Study of 
Incunabula, The Vogue of Engraving, Baskerville and his Disciples, The 
Press in the New World, The Revival of Craftsmanship, The Private 
Presses, Contemporary Fine Printing, Modern Typography, Modern Book 
Illustration, The Title Page and Concerning Type Design. 

Holbrook Jackson, that outstanding man of good taste, said about his 
own The Printing of Books (2nd edition 1947, Cassell, 15s.): ‘The title of 
this book is somewhat misleading, for although it is about the printing of 
books, it is not about the technicalities of printing. The theme of the first 
two sections is the art of printing from the point of view of readers and authors 
rather than that of printers. The needs of the reader are upheld against 
those who would degrade typography by meanness or ostentation; and I 
have attempted to show the influence of authors on printing, and how that 
influence has determined the trend of typography which began with Daniel 
and Morris and is not yet ended.’ If the National Book League ever 
attempt to impose such terms of reference on the selectors in choosing the 
best examples of contemporary English book design, this would surely form 
the ideal wording. 

His reference to the degradation of typography may be followed by his 
views on the quality “which may be called readability. That quality is like 
manners in social life. It puts you at your ease in an atmosphere of welcome. 
It may be magnificent, but it does not draw your attention to its magni- 
ficence; it may be simple, but it does not draw your attention to its 
simplicity; it may even be monumental, but it must not be overpowering.” 

The first two parts of the book, Printing for Reading and The Author 
and his Printer, have not become dated since their first publication in book 
form in 1938, and indeed it is very doubtful whether they ever will be. 
Sentences like “Printing being human can be good or bad’; or ‘even the 
worst printing is ultimately innocuous because if left alone it cures by 
killing itself’; or “self-effacement is the etiquette of the good printer’ are 
axiomatic. 

From the aspect of the author’s relationship with his printer, his essay 
on Bernard Shaw is just as enlightening as his portrait of Francis (now 
Sir Francis) Meynell, who set such high standards for English book 
publishing at the Nonesuch Press. 

While Marjorie Plant presents the economic history of the making and 
sale of books in her The English Book Trade (1939, Allen & Unwin), this 
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volume, unique for its completeness, must be mentioned, and willingly so, 
in any survey which gives even a selected list for those interested in any 
particular aspect of the book. It is, of course, designed as a contribution to 
the literature on a strangely neglected angle of the economic history of 
Britain. 

Returning to our specific interest, it is gratifying to be able to close the 
list of pre-war publications with Bernard H. Newdigate’s The Art of the 
Book, the second version published by the Studio in 1938. This is a very 
substantial improvement on the first, for instead of being an anthology by 
several hands, it was conceived and written by the author and produced 
by him at his press, the Shakespeare Head. He chose the examples shown 
for their interest, merit and excellence. In his own words, he has not 
refrained from occasional gentle criticism of some of the details. This, 
against the background of his having practised and studied printing for 
well nigh half a century, and his own typographical presentation of the 
material, makes it a most valuable survey of the art of the book from 
1900 to 1938. 

He opens his Introduction with the question, Is there an art of the book : 
and goes on to say that book-production nowadays is a synthesis of many 
arts and crafts and of many branches of science too. Even in its simplest 
and earliest form there were writing and lettering, papyrus, vellum or its 
equivalent, on which to write, and binding. Then came decoration and 
illumination, and paper, type and printing, wood-cuts and engraving. In 
these latter days there is a host of ancillary crafts that serve book-production. 
Can it be claimed that amid the medley of various and sometimes conflicting 
processes and methods there can be devised or practised any single ‘art 
of the book’: He gives the answer that just as there is the architect's 
art to select and coordinate all the methods, processes and materials available 
for the building of a house, so there is an art of the book by which choice 
may be made out of all those methods, processes and materials that offer 
themselves to printers and publishers for the printing, production and 
embellishment of books. 

It was in the same spirit that Sir Francis Meynell approached his own 
subject, English Printed Books (1946, Collins, ss.). ‘Books’, he begins, ‘are 
very different things for different people. For some, study; for some, enter- 
tainment; for some, enlargement of the spirit; for some, presents to give 
or receive; for some, profit and a trade or even an art.’ His book is about 
the book, ‘the noblest form of printing.” There is the author’s word, he 
says, ‘but that is not our concern here. And there are all the possible varieties 
of the manifestation of that word—the making of the word into flesh. There 
is the over-all shape and size, there is the type and its disposition, yes and 
the paper that is left unprinted, the margins; there is the choice of paper—its 
colour and texture and feel; there is its substance or bulk; there is the 
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decoration or illustration; and there is the binding together of all the 
components, with perhaps a dust-jacket.’ He sums up the matter in a few 
words: ‘The physical heart and head of a book is in the printed page: the 
word-shapes of the author seen and judged as the type of the printer.’ 

His book is indeed about the book and mainly about printed books— 
which in the sixteenth century a Duke of Urbino would not allow in his 
library, not because he thought that printing was a degradation of calli- 
graphy, but because as an aristocrat he was singular, and was bound to 
repudiate multiplication. Sir Francis Meynell’s story is a personal and 
concise survey within the very confined space of forty-eight pages of text 
and pictures, witty and whimsical—a true self-portrait. He touches the 
writer's plight, his hard work for small earnings, the battle for copyright, 
the net book agreement and publishing as it seems to be to him today. 
But above all it is a printer’s story of the English book from the days of 
‘the great and glorious Caxton’ to the fully mechanised printing office of 
our time. His last sentence is the first which, composed by Paul Beaujon, 
is read by any visitor to so many printing offices in this country, printed 
in black and red ink on white paper, and which greets ingoers to the 
Government Printing Office in Washington, engraved in bronze: 


THIS IS A 
PRINTING-OFFICE 
CROSS-ROADS OF CIVILISATION 
REFUGE OF ALL THE ARTS AGAINST THE RAVAGES OF TIME 
ARMOURY OF FEARLESS TRUTH AGAINST WHISPERING RUMOURS 
INCESSANT TRUMPET OF TRADE 
FROM THIS PLACE WORDS MAY FLY ABROAD 
NOT TO PERISH AS WAVES OF SOUND BUT FIXED IN TIME 
NOT CORRUPTED BY THE HURRYING HAND BUT VERIFIED IN PROOF 
FRIEND, YOU STAND ON SACRED GROUND: 
THIS IS A PRINTING-OFFICE

Book Collecting 


TALKS ON BOOK COLLECTING. Edited by P. H. Muir. Cassell, 
12s.6d. 24°7 cm. 115 pages. 15 illustrations. Index. 
These discourses—‘talks’ implies too little of their learned quality—were delivered 
under the authority of the Antiquarian Booksellers’ Association at the National 
Book League during the winter of 1948-9. The editor chose the wide subject of 
the Nature and Scope of Book Collecting. He was followed by: E. P. Goldschmidt 
on The Period before Printing; Simon Nowell-Smith on The Language of Book 
Collecting; John Carter on Fashions in Book Collecting; Howard M. Nixon on 
Binders and Binding; Ernest Weil on Milestones of Civilisation; and Ifan Kyrle 
Fletcher on The Theatre for Collectors. Although this may appear to be a symposium 
for the expert, the learning displayed is never divorced from practical life, and a 
layman may gather something more than an idea of the fluctuations in market 
values. In short, this is a civilised book, assembled by a man well aware that books 
are meant to be read as well as acquired. (010-4)

NEWSPAPER LIBRARIES. J. Lewis. The Library Association, 7s. 21-2 cm. 
76 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (Library Association 
Pamphlet No. 11) 

This is the first book to be published on British newspaper library practices and well 

describes the functions of this particular type of library, the primary one being 

‘to act as a depository of all information required by the editorial and managerial 

departments of a newspaper’. The materials of the library, and their arrangement, 

classification, filing, care and preservation are adequately dealt with and there are 

chapters on news indexes and indexing and newspaper library co-operation with 

other kinds of libraries. (026)

THE MARCH OF JOURNALISM. The Story of the British Press from 
1622 to the Present Day. Harold Herd. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 22-2 cm. 352 pages. 
8 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the first comprehensive history of British journalism published for more 
than half a century. The author lucidly traces its development from the seventeenth 
century ‘newsbooks’, with their few thousands of subscribers, to the mass circulations 
of today. The account is based on much original research and is brought commendably 
up to date with summaries of the reports of the Royal Commission on the Press 
and of the committee of enquiry which proposed alterations in the law of defamation 
embodied in a bill now before Parliament. The great changes, both in scope and 
technique, of the present century are fully chronicled and due place is given to 
periodicals, the importance of which in Britain is frequently underestimated.

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THE HISTORY OF THE TIMES. Vol. IV, Parts I and I. THE 
150TH ANNIVERSARY AND BEYOND, 1912-1948. The Times, 
sos. the set. 25°4 cm. 1,204 pages. 47 illustrations (1 colour plate). Index. 

The principal theme in this final volume is the account of the events and policies—as 

seen, chronicled or evaluated by The Times—which led up to the two world wars. 

This valuable contribution to British and, indeed, to world history, which includes 

many hitherto unpublished documents, reveals how men of ability and integrity 

sought unceasingly to inform the public and to guide opinion aright, not without 
some lapses into misjudgments that are faithfully recorded. No less candid is the 
study of the domestic affairs of this great newspaper, the financial stresses it sometimes 
only just withstood, the period under the control of the wayward genius of North- 
cliffe, and the formulation of the present constitution under trustees able to ‘prevent 
The Times again being, or becoming, a function of absolute private property or an 
instrument of personal ambition’. (072) 


PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


PORTRAIT OF EUROPE. Salvador de Madariaga. Hollis & Carter, 18s. 
22*2 cm. 212 pages. 
Salvador de Madariaga has written this book from the conviction that “Europe is 
already one body; it is not yet one consciousness’. His purpose is therefore to display 
the unity in diversity of the manifestations of the European spirit, and to suggest 
how the tensions arising from national differences may be integrated into its common 
life, if the continent is to cease being “a lunatic asylum of war-like fanatics’. National 
characteristics are notoriously difficult to determine, partly because they are not 
constant, but the author, from his wide knowledge and personal experiences, does 
penetrate to some fundamental considerations. His book, witty and sometimes 
paradoxical, should stimulate clearer thinking on a vital topic, and promote mutual 
understanding. (136-4) 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS OF CHILD STUDY. Institute of Child 
Study, University of Toronto. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $4-00: 
Oxford University Press (London), 32s. 23-4 cm. 196 pages. Portrait. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This twenty-fifth-anniversary volume, compiled by the staff of the Institute and 

dedicated to its sole director, Dr. W. E. Blatz, traces from 1926 to 1951 the develop- 

ment of its fourfold programme, a nursery school for the study of pre-school children, 
scientific study of child-parent relations, parent education and the training of students 
registered for the Diploma Course in Child Study. The review of research that 
follows, with abstracts of over one hundred of the more important documents 
originating from the Institute (many of them theses hitherto unpublished) will 
assist workers in this field, and be of special interest to those who are cognisant of 
Dr. Blatz’s work in Canada, and, during the war years, at the Garrison Lane Nursery 
Training Centre in Birmingham. (136-7)

Since 1939, the Director of Psychological Research, The Crichton Royal, Dumfries, 

has been developing a standard procedure for personality testing from Thomas’s 

Story Completion Test and Murray’s Thematic Apperception Testing. The method 
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consists in asking a child to draw and, while he draws, to tell a story, thus ensuring 
some uniformity in response. The present edition, besides describing the technique 
in detail, records and evaluates the responses obtained from 150 ordinary school 
children and eighty unusual children, all between six and thirteen years of age.

Sir Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan is widely known as an Indian philosopher and statesman 
and in this anthology of his writings, which is admirably compiled, we are introduced 
to his fundamental message—the need for a religion of spirit that begins within the 
soul and expresses itself in man’s relations with his fellows and with nature. In the 
first part, his interpretation of Hindu thought is illustrated by a number of illuminating 
citations and these are followed by extracts reflecting his views on the present 
situation and its needs. Those who are looking for a popular presentation of 
Radhakrishnan’s thought on fundamental issues will find here just what they need.

PHILOSOPHY OF RELIGION. The Impact of Modern Knowledge on 
Religion. Fulton J. Sheen. Browne & Nolan (Dublin): Longmans (London), 25s.

In this volume the author, who is Professor of Philosophy in the Catholic University 

of America, secks to recall the contemporary world to the value of reason and to 

show the relationship between reason and religion. He considers the impact of the 
empirical sciences upon religion and in a chapter on History and Religion argues 
that any theory of history which makes man the product of economic forces robs 
history of all meaning. In the final section he approaches the problem of the truth 
of religion from the manward side with a view to explaining how man has become 
frustrated through the loss of a purpose which religion alone can restore. Monsignor 
Sheen can deal with difficult themes in a lucid fashion and if his arguments do not 
always carry conviction they are always forcefully stated. (201)

Those who desire to have a full account of the discovery and contents of the Hebrew 

manuscripts found near the Dead Sea three years ago will welcome this volume by 

M. Dupont-Sommer, Professor at the Sorbonne. He discusses the source and 

significance of the texts and sets out the documents so far known in his own 

translations. The illustrations are excellent and the book is well produced. (221°4) 
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ESSAYS IN DIVINITY. John Donne. Edited by Evelyn M. Simpson. 
Oxford University Press, 15s. 22°8 cm. 167 pages. Notes. 
The essays in divinity of John Donne—poet, preacher and Dean of St. Paul’s—were 
first published three hundred years ago and the only other edition appeared in 1855. 
Their main importance lies in the fact that they provide a link with his other writings 
and enable us to understand his theological position during the harassing period 
before his entry into Holy Orders. Mrs. Simpson writes a scholarly introduction 
in which the origin, contents and literary style of the essays are discussed, while the 
detailed notes she supplies will be welcomed by all students of Donne’s works. (230) 


SCIENCE AND THE CHRISTIAN MAN. Charles E. Raven. S.C.M. 
Press, 48.6d. 19 cm. 60 pages. 
The primary purpose of the chapters in this book, first delivered as broadcast talks, 
is to evaluate Christian beliefs in a scientific age. With wide knowledge and 
characteristic lucidity, the author examines the doctrines of the Incarnation and the 
Trinity, Creation and the Holy Spirit, as well as the relation of Christianity to 
history. The treatment is brief but enlightening and bears the imprint of an honest 
mind. (230) 


THE BLESSED VIRGIN. Jean Guitton. Translated from the French by 
A. Gordon Smith. Burns Oates, 16s. 22*2 cm. 200 pages. Notes on authors. Index. 
The author, who is a professor of philosophy in Dijon University, has tried in this 
study to write of his subject in a fresh and contemporary way. The first part of the 
book recapitulates the biographical information contained in the Gospels. Then 
follows a section illustrating the great development of thought within the Church 
up to the definition of the Assumption. The third part deals with Mary ‘as an eternal 
principle continuously present’, i.e. in her relation to the work of Christ. The last 

chapter discusses Marian theology as it affects the question of Christian reunion.

St. John of the Cross, illustrated with many photographs of paintings by El Greco. 

There are also four essays: on the two saints by the editor; on El Greco by Bernard 

Champigneulle; a comparison of the handwriting of St. Teresa and St. John by 

Suzanne Bresard; and finally a short essay on the Christ of St. John of the Cross 

by René Huyghe. The paintings of El] Greco have been carefully chosen to illuminate 

in the most helpful manner the spiritual teachings of the two saints. (248)

The author has attempted the difficult task of writing a popular history of Christianity 
from the age of the New Testament to the present day with concluding chapters 
on freak religions and the future of the Church. It is greatly to his credit that he has 
succeeded in presenting the main features of the Christian story in such a way that 
readers with little previous knowledge of the subject will acquire sound information.

Pierre de Labriolle deals with 
the evolution of monachism in the east and west as well as with the development 
of morality, worship and culture. J. R. Palanque discusses the Metropolitan sees 
at the end of the century, the expansion of Christianity in Armenia, Persia, Arabia 
and Abyssinia and the emergence of Catholicism as a state religion. The authors 
have maintained a high standard of scholarship and the book is a valuable contribution 
to our knowledge of the period. It should be studied by both Protestant and Catholic 
students of Church history.

Giving as it does a brief account 
of the aims and differences of each of the Contemplative Orders and explaining 
their vital necessity and value to the world, this will be found a serviceable reference 
book for anyone wanting information about the subject.

In a notable addition to this series Professor Horton Davies of Rhodes University, 
Grahamstown, has provided a comprehensive and scholarly account of the English 
Free Churches and assessed their contribution to the life of England, the Common- 
wealth and the United States with special reference to personal religion, worship, 
ecclesiastical and social affairs and missionary endeavour. As a popular yet reliable 
introduction to the subject the book may be warmly commended.

FIELD THEORY IN SOCIAL SCIENCE. Selected Theoretical Papers. 
Kurt Lewin. Edited by Dorwin Cartwright. Tavistock Publications, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
366 pages. 75 figures. Index. 
Kurt Lewin, who was Director of the Research Center for Group Dynamics in the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, U.S.A., was primarily a psychologist, but 
he was one of those who helped in the modern development of social science. The 
papers collected here were published between 1939 and 1947 in the University of 
Iowa Studies in Child Welfare, the American Journal of Sociology, Human Relations 
and elsewhere; taken together they give a full statement of his theoretical approach 
to social psychology, contrasting with the earlier volume of his collected writings, 
Resolving Social Conflicts, which dealt with practical problems of society. (301-15) 
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THE IMPACT OF SCIENCE ON SOCIETY. Bertrand Russell. 
Allen & Unwin, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 144 pages. 
This challenging book deals with the powerful revolutionary forces of science that 
have been released during the past 300 years. The author suggests that the work of 
science in transforming human life is only just beginning. Traditional beliefs are 
being dispelled, and social organisation is changing through new techniques in 
industry and war. The new control over the environment has given rise to a new 
philosophy and a changed conception of man’s place in the universe. Bertrand Russell 
takes an optimistic view of the future, in the words * Science offers the possibility 
of far greater well-being for the human race than it has ever known before. It offers 
this on certain conditions—abolition of war, even distribution of ultimate power, 
and a limitation of the growth of population. All these are much nearer to being 
possible than they ever were before.’ (301-2) 


EUGENICS: Galton and After. C. P. Blacker. Duckworth, 25s. 22°2 cm. 349 pages. 
5 illustrations. 2 maps. 2 diagrams. 10 tables. Bibliography. Index. 
Few can be better qualified than Dr. Blacker, General Secretary, Eugenics Society, 
and a member of the Biological and Medical Committee, Royal Commission on 
Population, to give a critical estimate of the achievements of the founder of eugenics. 
His study, which is directed to sociologist and layman, is divided into two parts. 
In the first part, he gives an account of Galton’s life, personality, his varied scientific 
interests and his views on evolution, religion and eugenics. In the second part there 
follows a lucid exposition of developments since Galton’s time in eugenics, and 
related subjects such as demography, testing procedures and genetics. Dr. Blacker’s 
book provides, besides a well-documented history and an appraisal of eugenics 
today, an interesting biography of the beneficent genius who in Beatrice Webb’s 
estimation was the ideal man of science. (301-323) 


THE BRITISH WORKER. Ferdynand Zweig. Penguin Books, 2s. 6d. 18 cm. 
252 pages. Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 
Dr. Zweig, a former Professor of Political Economy in the University of Cracow, 
is the author of Labour, Life and Poverty and of Men in the Pits. In this new social 
and psychological study he presents the problems of the ordinary man at work and 
at leisure. He describes, from his own observations, the worker’s habits of mind, 
his traditional standard of living, his attitude to work; he discusses his hobbies, his 
attitude to gambling, his class consciousness, his religion. The book is indirectly 
an account of Great Britain’s major social problems of the present day. (301°44)

THE CHOICE BEFORE SOUTH AFRICA. E. S. Sachs. Turnstile Press, 
158. 22*2 cm. 230 pages. Index. 
The author is a prominent labour leader in South Africa and the general secretary 
of the powerful South African Garment Workers’ Union. In the first part of this 
book he analyses the political state of the country, briefly commenting on the 
achievements and shortcomings of each party. In the second and third parts he reports 
on the economic and social life of South Africa, describing the growth of industrialism 
and tracing in detail the development of the trade union and labour movements. 
A book dealing with such a subject is bound to be controversial and Mr. Sachs is 
sternly critical of the Nationalist government, particularly in regard to their native 
policy, but his plea for a ‘free, democratic South Africa’ has suggestions as well 
as criticism. (320-968) 
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INDIANS OVERSEAS, 1838-1949. C. Kondapi. Oxford University Press 
(Bombay, India) for the Indian Council of World Affairs, 35s. 25°5 cm. 569 pages. 
Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

The author, who represented his country on Commissions in America and Korea, 

reviews the course and causes of Indian emigration. He examines the system of 

recruitment for Indian labour, labour legislation and welfare, the disabilities suffered 
by Indian emigrants, and their political status territory by territory. His thesis is 
that the colour bar and racial discrimination are an economic weapon. Whilst giving 
warning of the dangers of extended racial strife, he concludes that the coloured 
peoples of Asia are too advanced to accept a position of inferiority and regard it 
as a challenge to their very existence. (325°254)

Dr. Mair’s interesting field study, carried out principally in the Dedza district, 

examines the working of the offices of chiefs and village headmen and the operation 

of Group and Provincial Councils. She discusses the traditional political structure; 
present native administration personnel; the village headmen; attitudes towards 
authority; councils of modern type; and group councils. The problem is which 
form of administration can best carry out the Government measures for social 
welfare, and the modern inclination is to vest authority in the group councils rather 
than hereditary office.

Turning to the special problems 
of recent years, he shows the importance of the International Monetary Fund and 
the European Payments Union in helping to correct disequilibria, and explains the 
readjustments required after the devaluation of sterling in 1949.

in 1944, many changes in the law have taken place through legislation dealing with

principles, covering the history of the subject, different estates and interests in land, 
and also the 1925 legislation. Part II, entitled Commercial Land Law, deals with 
subjects such as restrictive covenants, mortgages, and landlord and tenant.

ROSCOE’S CRIMINAL EVIDENCE. The Law, Evidence and Practice 
in Criminal Cases.

There has been much development in English criminal law since the last edition of 
this book in 1928.

During the twenty- 
seven years until her retirement in 1949, Miss Wyles was concerned with many 
cases which aroused national interest.

The main theme of this book is that air power depends primarily upon the use of 
very long range bombers, capable of reaching the enemy’s sources of war effort 
in direct flight operating from bases in the homeland. In developing this idea 
de Seversky denigrates other forms of offence, including bombing from overseas 
bases, which, he asserts, could not be held in time of war. He also dismisses the 
aircraft carrier as obsolete. He emphasises the wastefulness of bombing for psycho- 
logical effect, compared with attack on the focal centres of war effort. He discusses 
the atom bomb and declares that its effect has been overestimated. The author’s 
strategic theories are largely formulated from an American angle.

Miss Robertson is the Senior Lecturer in Art and Crafts at Bretton Hall, a college 
for the training of teachers of music, art and drama in the West Riding of Yorkshire; 
she here relates crafts as taught in schools not merely to education generally but to 
the whole environment. Certain conditions and modes of working are shown to 
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foster the growth of sensitivity and imagination more than others, and the value 
of these for the growing years and for adult life is stressed. The author, after giving 
reasons for practising certain crafts rather than others, devotes the last two-thirds 
of her book to the practical exposition of working these materials, of the forms 
and aspects of each craft which most adequately fulfil its educational function, and 
gives much practical advice on such matters as the glazing of pottery, and the use 
of dyes. Lists of minimum equipment for each stage of work are given, and an 
appendix shows a craftroom designed to be adaptable to many crafts. (375*7453)

of papers read by scholars from America, France, England and Sweden; and the 
second, The Theatre and the Universities, of papers from Hugh Hunt, Director of 
the Old Vic, E. Martin Browne, Director of the British Drama League, and from 
John Garrett (school drama) and Richard Southern (theatre research). In conclusion, 
Glynne Wickham summarises all the discussions, relating them to the aims of the 
Department of Drama in the University, and, incidentally, revealing the value of 
this symposium both to the participants and to future students of the theatre. (378)

The fine differences to be observed to ensure precision and vigour 
are emphasised and any necessary grammatical explanations are illustrated by modern 
usage. Words referred to in the text as formal words, vogue words, genteelisms, 
jargon, etc. are classified in the appendix.

INTRODUCTION TO MODERN PRIME NUMBER THEORY.

This latest Cambridge Tract assumes a knowledge of number theory equivalent 
to that covered by Hardy and Wright’s An Introduction to the Theory of Numbers, 
and goes as far as Vinogradoft’s theorem. It has three chapters which deal respectively 
with a refinement of Poussin’s prime number theorem, with the number of primes 
in an arithmetical progression and with the representation of an odd number as 
a sum of three primes. It is designed for mathematicians who are not specialists 
in the theory of numbers.

INEQUALITIES. G. H. Hardy, J. E. Littkewood and G. Pélya. 2nd edition.

The second edition of this standard work contains three new appendices—on strictly 
positive forms, Thorin’s proof, and Hilbert’s inequality—otherwise there are few 
changes. The first six chapters treat the simpler inequalities systematically, special 
attention being paid to the theorem of arithmetical and geometrical means, and 
to Hélder’s and Minkowski’s inequalities. The last four chapters are a series of essays 
suggested by the previous investigations; they deal with matters arising from the 
calculus of variations, from multilinear forms and from Hilbert’s inequality. The final 
chapter treats of rearrangements of sets of variables and functions. The book has 
proved its value in mathematical research and teaching since it was first published 
in 1934 and should remain a standard work for some time to come.

THE BARKER INDEX OF CRYSTALS. A Method for the 
Identification of Crystalline Substances.

RHOMBIC SYSTEMS. Parts 1 and 2. Edited by M. W. Porter and 
R. C. Spiller. Heffer (Cambridge), 30s: 90s. 254 cm. 2$9: 1,037 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
The Barker Index makes it possible to identify crystals by measuring interfacial 
angles, thus preserving the original material. The method is based on Dr. T. V. 
Barker’s Systematic Crystallography (1930). An international team of crystallographers 
has compiled data for the Index, with elaborate precaution to avoid errors. Identifica- 
tion is made by reference to classified tables of angles. Very good descriptions of 
the mode of use are given separately for crystallographers and non-crystallographers. 
The classified tables of melting points, specific gravities and refractive indexes, 
together with the additional physical data under each crystal description, such as 
common forms and habits, cleavage and full optical properties, spacing of the three 
strongest lines of the powder photograph (where known), can all be used to comprise 
an identification. The Barker Index is a most valuable source of data, as well as a 
means of identifying crystals more rapidly than is usually possible by chemical 
X-ray analysis.

This is a reissue of a book first published in 1935 with additional sections on 

developments since that date. The latter deal with all branches of anthropology 

and include an attempt to correct the extraordinary distortion of the original text 
which virtually omitted all consideration of the background and character of intensive 
functional studies in cultural and social anthropology, already the most active and 
theoretically important approach in current research in these fields. The earlier and 
major part of the book is a useful reference source on the objectives and achievements 
of other anthropological approaches—physical, technological and culture-historical— 
from their early beginnings.

THE LIFE-GIVING MYTH and Other Essays. A. M. Hocart. Edited 
with an Introduction by Lord Raglan. Methuen, 15s. 19 cm. 252 pages. Index. 


These thirty anthropological essays, collected posthumously, cover a great variety 
of subjects, from the origin of monotheism to the origin of money, but have this 
in common—that they exhibit myth and ritual, not as primitive fiction and make- 
believe, but as the traditional source of, and means towards, fullness of life, among 
illiterate and many not illiterate peoples. Mr. Hocart drew his material mainly 
from Fiji, Ceylon and Egypt, where he had lived and worked. He attacks the school 
which ‘assumes traditions to be wrong until they can prove themselves right’, 
believing that the true way to explain and reconcile traditions is that ‘of entering 
into the point of view of other ages and other races, of adopting their premises and 
reasoning from them’.

PROBLEMS OF LIFE. An Evaluation of Modern Biological Thought. 
Ludwig von Bertalanffy. Watts, 25s. 22-2 cm. 228 pages. References. Indexes. 
The English translation of Das Biologische Weltbild published in 1949 in Berne, and 
written by the theoretical biologist, Dr. Bertalanffy, former Professor in the 
University of Vienna, and now in the University of Ottowa, Canada. In it he presents 
a summary of his practical and theoretical work over the past twenty years, during 
which time he has advocated a biological standpoint known as the organismic 
conception. Within this framework he gives a survey of basic biological problems 
and laws. From that he arrives at the general principles of the modern conception 
of the world, and he then puts forward the claim for a “General System Theory’.

and fat metabolism have been extended to incorporate new discoveries in the 

coenzymes. New sections discuss stereoisomerism and nomenclature of amino-acids 
and sugars and the mechanism of oxidative decarboxylation. The select bibliography 
has been extended to include recent review articles and books.

PLANT HUNTER IN MANIPUR. F. Kingdon-Ward. Cape,

A straightforward account of a ten months’ trip by the author and his wife to the 
mountains of eastern Assam near the border of Burma. The descriptions of their 
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experiences, of the hill tribes, and of the country make pleasant reading, but it is 
the author’s background knowledge of the Himalayan and Chinese flora that makes 
this account of plant hunting so fascinating to the naturalist. The beauty of some 
of their discoveries is equalled by the interest of some of the distributions revealed. 
Some of these are markedly discontinuous, and the appendix explains how these 
may be due to movements of the flora during the Pleistocene glaciations. (581-954)

CURIOSITIES OF ANIMAL LIFE. Maurice Burton. Ward, Lock, 173.6d. 
22*2 cm. 224 pages. 40 line drawings by L. F. Savage. Index. 

Dr. Burton covers an almost bewildering field in this book. His lucid and simple 
style and the shortness of his chapters, which never allows any subject to be laboured 
too long, enable him to explain convincingly to the man-in-the-street how cells 
divide, how animals have come to migrate, why some species mimic others, how 
water is conserved in deserts, why some animals have become extinct while others 
have flourished only too abundantly, and a host of other biological problems which 
the curious layman will have posed to himself. He also answers many questions 
that will not have occurred to the reader. (so1°s) 


KING SOLOMON’S RING. New Light on Animal Ways. Konrad Z. 
Lorenz. Translated from the German by Marjorie Kerr Wilson. Methuen, 153. 
21°5 cm. 224 pages. Many marginal sketches by the author. Index. 


Dr. Lorenz here presents the lighter background to some of his famous and 
fundamental studies on animal behaviour. He maintains that for fruitful study of 
this subject animals must be free and trusting, and the investigator must become, 
as far as possible, one of them. His book shows how possible this is. The style is 
lively, the humour keen, and the drawings apposite. Beyond this, every subject 
he touches shows a profound grasp of the springs of animal behaviour and he compels 
many reorientations of ideas by the reader about keeping animals. His views on 
how to assess the welfare of pets are invaluable, but most illuminating of all are 
the two sections on the behaviour of dogs and on the social organisation of a jackdaw 
colony. Dr. Lorenz teaches a new way of appreciating animals, objective and 
unsentimental, but profoundly sympathetic and enthusiastic. (s91-s) 


FLEAS, FLUKES AND CUCKOOS. A Study of Bird Parasites. Miriam 
Rothschild and Theresa Clay. Collins, 21s. 22-2 cm. 320 pages. 99 photographs.

This book is authoritative, well written and succeeds in making a dull subject 
fascinating. It breaks new ground because it considers primarily all types of parasites 
attached to bird hosts. The best sections are devoted to the two groups, the fleas 
and the biting lice, upon which the writers are authorities. For the first time we have 
a general account of their distribution and relationships, and the light that this throws 
on the relationships and evolution of the hosts. The excellent bibliography and—even 
more—the advice on how to use it, will save many hours of searching. Sections on 
other parasitic groups—worms, flies, protozoa, etc.—collect much information, and 
the chapter on the cuckoo gives a short appreciation of the biological problems 
of this peculiar form of parasitism. There is also a discussion on the different grades 
of parasitism and the adaptations achieved in each. (s91°5) 
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THE FORMICIDAE OF AUSTRALIA. Vol. lL SUBFAMILY 
MYRMECIINAE. John Clark. Commonwealth Scientific and Industrial Research

The author is recognised as the outstanding authority on Australian ants. Since retiring 

from the staff of the National Museum, Melbourne, he hes been granted the support 

of the Commonwealth Scientific and Industrial Research Organisation for his 
proposed monographic revision of Australian Formicidae, to be completed in several 
volumes. In this volume individual species of the various groups of the genera 

Myrmecia and Promyrmecia are systematically described, with mention of habitat, 

muscums where specimens are exhibited, and literature on the subject. (595°796) 


THE BIRD LOVER’S WEEK-END BOOK. Eric Hardy. Seeley Service, 

15s. 19 cm. 448 pages. 4 maps. Decorations by Thomas Beck. Glossary. Index. 
For the beginner and the amateur ornithologist there is much to browse in, as well 
as laboriously compiled reference sections. The book begins with descriptive and 
anecdotal paragraphs for each week of the year, moves on to consider birds and 
weather, birds and plants, diverges to a short literary anthology, then deals with 
migration at some length, and ends with miscellaneous sections, including one on 
bird books. The author’s experiences deal mainly with the north of England and 
the Middle East.

In this companion to Professor Burn’s Lecture Notes on Pharmacology (see British Book 
News March 1951) are described twenty-one exercises specially designed for the 
course in practical pharmacology at Oxford. These experiments, evolved by Professor 
Burn, his predecessors and co-workers, are here presented by one who is past master 
of his subject, efficiently illustrated, and clearly set out. (615) 


PROGRESS IN CLINICAL MEDICINE. By various authors. Edited 
by Raymond Daley and Henry G. Miller. 2nd edition. Churchill, 30s. 24 cm. 
438 pages. 43 illustrations and diagrams. References. Index. 

During the three years since the appearance of the first edition, developments likely 

to be of permanent value in clinical medicine have been so many that the work 

has had largely to be rewritten. It is still devoted to subjects of interest to the general 
physician and presents methods tested and used in the larger hospitals. The chapters 
on Tropical and Venereal Diseases give way to those on Industrial Medicine and 

Physical Treatment in Mental Illness, contributed respectively by Dr. T. A. Lloyd 

Davies and Dr. R. Orton. New subjects introduced are cerebral angiography, 

electrolyte and water balance, cortisone and A.C.T.H., hypersplenism, toxoplasmosis, 

electrocardiography, Parkinsonism and the recent antibiotics. The volume with its 

larger page and type, clear illustrations and well set out references will make a 

special appeal to the busy physician. (616) 


CAUSES AND PREVENTION OF TUBERCULOSIS. Brice R. 
Clarke. Livingstone, 32s.6d. 25-4 cm. 296 pages. 13 figures. 68 tables. References. 
Index. 

Dr. Clarke, Consultant Physician, Northern Ireland Tuberculosis Authority, having 

amassed a great deal of information, the result of his own varied experience and 
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wide reading, presents it concisely and well ordered in this survey, which will prove 
of the greatest interest to workers in the field of public health, as well as to those 
actively engaged in the treatment and prevention of tuberculosis. After a consideration 
of tuberculin tests, he deals with such aspects of primary tuberculosis and its later 
stages as methods of infection, incubation and incidence. Then follow discussions 
on the influence of race and heredity, food, environmental and social factors of 
the disease, the universal problem of bovine tuberculosis, and a useful review of 
epidemiology. Dr. Clarke writes encouragingly of methods of prevention of 
tuberculosis and to this section of the study Dr. J. Ritchie, Medical Director of 
Mass Radiography Services, Northern Ireland, contributes the chapter on his own 
specialty. (616-2)

mew’s Hospital, author of a companion Textbook of Midwifery has incorporated the 
advances of the last three years in this revision of his popular standard textbook. 
Concise, clear, thorough, amply and well illustrated, it can be recommended to 
students as a comprehensive manual whose author, a former examiner to the 
universities and licensing bodies in the United Kingdom, has an unexcelled knowledge 
of their requirements for the qualifying and postgraduate examinations. (618) 


COMMENTARY ON AGE. Kenneth Walker. Cape, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 192 
pages. Index. 
The biological changes during the process of ageing, as here described by a medical 
man, are treated only as an explanatory background to a more general discussion 
of old age. The author is concerned to show that old age may be as interesting a 
phase of life as any other. This he argues on psychological, philosophical and 
religious grounds, maintaining that the mental approach to the later years is of vital 
importance. Finally, he considers the aged in relation to society, and concludes that 
there is much to be said for the abolition of compulsory retirement from industry.

This comprehensive work in mechanics keeps the needs of the engineering student 
at a technical college constantly in mind. The principles and fundamentals of the 
subject are properly stressed and the applications are well developed to advanced 
student levels. The book forms a good introduction to more advanced works on 
the theory of machines, strength of materials and hydraulics. Numerous worked 
examples have been included as well as a large number of examples for solution. 
Experimental observation is recommended and is encouraged throughout the book 
as a necessary adjunct to the course of study.

The Adviser for Technical Schools and Colleges, City of Liverpool, provides a 
complete course in fundamental principles of electrical science. Its nineteen chapters 
cover the basic theory of electricity and magnetism, electric and magnetic fields, 
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electromagnetic theory, magnetic materials and applied electromagnetism, alternating 
currents and a.c. circuit theory, conduction, electronics, and electricity, matter and 
energy. A well written and well illustrated text of intermediate standard with 
mathematics up to elementary calculus and complex number standard. (621°3) 


NEWNES ELECTRICAL POCKET BOOK. Edited by E. Molloy. 
11th edition. Newnes, 8s.6d. 16-2 cm. 384 pages. Tables. Diagrams. Index. 
The most important changes in this edition are the revision of information connected 
with the electrical equipment of buildings (which now lines up with the twelfth 
edition of the Institution of Electrical Engineers’ Wiring Rules), and new sections 
on electrode boilers, electronic voltmeters, and stud welding. Up-to-date information 
is given on private lighting plants, and some descriptive details of the resonant 
magnetron are included. The book gives theoretical notes as well as tables, formulae 
and concise descriptions with drawings, diagrams and graphs relating to the plant, 
apparatus and circuits employed in most branches of electrical engineering practice. 
A useful book for first essentials. (621-3)

and others specialising in the subject. The papers in general presume some prior 
knowledge of the theory of control systems, and relevant branches of mathematics.

on Intermittent Data and Step-by -step Servos, The Human Operator, Particular 

Devices and Applications including Analogues, Analysis of the Behaviour of Economic

The book is written very clearly and contains a large number of illustrations. It should 
be most useful to beginners.

Mr. MacGregor’s is a work of research. His quest has been the history, generalised 
and particular, of the trade in tea between China and Great Britain during the 
fifties, sixties and carly seventies of the last century. He has gone very fully into the 
details of the design of the clipper ships which carried the merchandise in question, 
and into their finest passages, listing and to some extent analysing each tea season 
between 1848-9 and 1875-6. By treating his subject in such detail and by searching 
always for the little-known illustration the author has produced a book of clear 
individuality. By and large his photographs are of more historical value than the 
engravings he also uses; his own drawings are admirable. (623-821)

CIVIL ENGINEERING PLANT AND METHODS. Rolt Hammond. 
Benn, 25s. 22°2 cm. 239 pages. 15 plates. 41 illustrations in text. References. Index. 
As the title implies, Mr. Hammond deals not only with the plant used in modern 
civil engineering construction, but also with the methods of construction. In so doing 
he has compiled a valuable compendium of constructional problems and their 
solution derived from the experience of many contractors in many aspects of civil 
engineering work. Apart from the chapters which include piling, concrete mixing 
and placing, dock and harbour construction, tunnelling, road making, there are

The late H. D. Turing was well known for his championship of the cause of pure 
streams and for his series of reports on the condition of many rivers in Great Britain. 
In the present work he discusses the effects of pollution of estuarine and fresh waters, 
the treatment of sewage and industrial wastes, and legislation bearing on the pollution 
of surface waters. His treatment is non-technical; his manner is, perhaps, that of an 
advocate rather than an impartial observer, but, though there are a few small errors 
of detail, his facts are in general correct and the book should appeal to the wide 
public interested in the maintenance of pure rivers. (628-5)

THE PRINCIPLES OF THE CONTROL AND STABILITY OF 
AIRCRAFT. W. J. Duncan. Cambridge University Press, 40s. 22°2 cm.

The subject matter of this first volume of a new series has received only brief treatment 

in books of aerodynamics although recent developments have produced a good deal 

of work that needs fuller consideration. The main topics dealt with include The 

Elementary Mechanics of Flight, The Equations of Motion of Rigid Aircraft, 

Methods for Solving the Dynamical Equations and for Investigating Stability, 

Longitudinal-Symmetric Motion, Lateral-Antisymmetric Motion, The Measurement 

of Aerodynamic Derivatives, Static Stability and Manoeuvrability, The Influence 

of Distortion of the Structure, The Influence of the Compressibility of the Air. 

[his authoritative book should do much to help those who wish to specialise in 

modern concepts of stability and control involving the more important problems 

in the design and operation of aircraft. (629°123)

NIGERIA. Report of a Survey, 1948-50, and of Control Measures Adopted.

Paper bound. (Colonial Research Publication No. 12) 

A summary of the results of a survey by a team working in Nigeria to determine 

the most efficacious methods of controlling pests of cocoa beans, palm kernels, 

groundnuts and other stored foods awaiting shipment to the United Kingdom 

and other countries. The recommendations made in the report on improved storage 

practice and contro] measures should be of considerable value and assistance to all 

concerned with a matter of great consequence to world food supplies. (632-9)

GARDENING IN PICTURES. G. B. Walkden. Collingridge, 10s.6d. 
21°5 cm. 96 pages. Frontispiece drawing. Many photographs. Endpaper tables. 
Designed for the beginner with no prior knowledge of the subject this book deals 
simply and concisely with each of the basic gardening operations in turn—digging, 
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manuring, the sowing, thinning and pricking out of seeds, planting, watering, 
hoeing, pruning and harvesting, the construction of lawns, rock gardens, paths and 
pools, and the use of cloches and garden frames. Each page of text has its accompanying 
illustrations (nearly 400 in all), showing exactly, stage by stage, how every operation 
should be performed. Tables for sowing and planting vegetables, annuals, perennials 
and bulbs complete a very useful elementary textbook. (635) 


EVERYMAN’S ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF GARDENING. Stanley B. 
Whitehead. Revised from Walter P. Wright. New edition. Dent, 20s. 19°6 cm. 
798 pages. Coloured frontispiece. Illustrations in text. 


Completely revised in the light of recent scientific and horticultural developments, 
this compact and most comprehensive reference book, first published in 1911, 
includes, in one alphabetical sequence, plant names, botanical and scientific terms 
and authoritative articles on many aspects of plant culture. The plant entries give 
the correct botanical name; the familiar synonym(s); the order; often a fascinating 
account of the plant’s historical development and sometimes a note of references 
to it in literature and legend; a list of species now in cultivation (with descriptions 
of each) and full cultural instructions for the raising, propagating, fertilising, staking, 
pruning and harvesting of each and for preventing or controlling pests and diseases. 
Two sections, one devoted to a month-by-month summary of all the principal 
gardening operations and the other entitled ‘An Outline of Garden Science’, together 
with the many drawings and diagrams which illustrate the text, complete an 
essentially practical book. (635-03) 


THE FLOWER GARDEN. E. R. James. Penguin Books, 38.6d. 18 cm. 
432 pages. Illustrations by Arthur H. Hall. Index. Paper bound. (Penguin 
Handbooks) 


The author, holder of the Royal Horticultural Society’s highest award, draws on 
his experience as a professional gardener, a lecturer in horticulture, a commercial 
seedsman and a member for thirty years of the Royal Horticultural Society’s Floral 
Committee ‘A’ to write authoritatively on flowers of all kinds (his specialitics 
being delphiniums and sweet peas). This book, though intended primarily to help 
beginners to plan and maintain their flower gardens, starting from basic principles, 
contains much in its chapters devoted to individual genera (lupins, asters, 
chrysanthemums, gladioli, violas, roses, etc.) which will be of interest and practical 
value to those with greater experience who wish to specialise. (635-9) 


MORE PICTURES WITH FLOWERS. Julia Clements. C. Arthur 
Pearson, 10s.6d. 25°4 cm. 4 pages of text. 59 pages of photographs by Jon 
Whitbourne. 

This successor to Fun with Flowers and Pictures with Flowers consists, apart from a 

brief introduction, solely of photographs of floral arrangements—forty-seven by 

the author, twelve by amateur competitors at English flower shows. The individual 
pictures, beautiful in themselves, have been selected to illustrate a wide range of 
styles (from the classic ‘mass’ arrangement, the obvious choice for seasons of 
abundance, to the more recently introduced ‘line’ style, utilising only a few blooms 
and especially appropriate for winter decoration), and they show how the skilful 
matching of containers to the materials employed can enhance the effectiveness of 
the design. (62 5°96)

THE CULT OF THE BUDGERIGAR. W. Watmough. 3rd edition. 
Cage Birds, 21s. 22°2 cm. 263 pages. 21 plates (6 in colour by R. A. Vowles). 
5 diagrams. 3 plans (1 folding). Index. 


This is the third edition, revised, of a full and competent handbook to budgerigar 
management and exhibition. All problems of big and small owners are treated, and 
much space devoted to points of excellence for showing, i.c. the lines on which 
selection by breeders is proceeding. In spite of the many beautiful colour varieties 
the author emphasises the importance of periodic crossing with the wild, light-green 
type. There is a short chapter on the inheritance of colours and an attempt is made 
to show the expected results of crossing some of the colours. The folding plan gives 
plan and elevation of a medium-sized aviary. (636-6) 


THE COMPLETE BOOK OF THE DOG. Robert Leighton. Revised 
by A. W. Hunter. 6th edition. Cassell, 15s. 222 cm. 400 pages. 84 photographs. 
Glossary. Index. 


This edition of a book which has not been available since the war will be welcome 
to all types of dog-owner. The bulk of the book gives the characters and standards 
of every breed with a detailed account of its history and of the breeders who have 
guided its lines of evolution. Every other aspect of dogs is dealt with: a glossary 
defines technical terms; the choice of breed, housing, feeding and breeding are 
discussed in an early chapter and at the end is a full account of ailments and treatments. 
Appendices give Kennel Club rules and Show and Field Trial regulations. (636-7)

CLEAN MILK. Harry Hill. H. K. Lewis, 7s.6d. 18-4 cm. 122 pages. Table.

Mr. Hill, who is a Fellow of the Royal Sanitary Institute, has already published 
(with Dr. A. C. Harvey) a detailed textbook on Milk Production and Control. The 
present volume deals simply and in non-technical language with the general 
principles underlying the production of clean milk. It gives a discursive and readable 
account of the operations involved in producing good quality milk, and is intended 
for all concerned with the day-to-day routine of milk production. Brief reference 
is made to the significance to the milk producer of the several laboratory tests used 
in assessing the quality of the milk supply. (637-13) 


Fish Culture 


TROPICAL FISH IN THE HOME. Douglas Gohm. C. Arthur Pearson, 
30s. 23°5 cm. 144 pages. 8 colour plates. 9 photographs. Many line drawings and 
diagrams. Index. 


The keeping of small tropical fish in heated aquariums is a hobby which now has 
many devotees. They will find this a usefully complete handbook. The author 
starts by explaining the construction of an aquarium and the equipment for main- 
taining a constant temperature; he then goes on to its maintenance, what plants 
should be grown in it, how to keep the water clean and what to use as food. The 
second half of the book reviews the various species of fish most commonly kept, 
giving an illustration to each and details on its life history and management.

An American ‘pioneer in the field of scientific eating’ provides an elementary guide 
to dietetics for the general reader, written in a clear if somewhat chatty manner. 
The twenty-one chapters contain much information on vitamins and food values 
generally, and how they can contribute to good health, as well ‘as many recipes 
for dishes and beverages that are both sensible and interesting. (641-1)

Helen Cox, a popular New Zealand broadcaster, has planned this book for the 

hostess—business woman or housewife—who has no domestic help. Suggested 

menus for parties, suppers and regular meals are set out, with helpful commentaries 
in the first part of the book. In the second part recipes for all the dishes included 
in the menus, as well as additional ones, to a total of more than seven hundred, are 
clearly presented, with times for pressure cooking where applicable. There is a good 
index, and the layout is most attractive.

The founder of the English Folk Cookery 

Association, naturally, brings great zest to her task. There are sections on herbs, 

out-of-the-ordinary edibles such as hedgerow and wild fruits and small wild birds; 

making and using bacon and ham; poultry and dairy products; still-room secrets; 
and an original disquisition, with examples, on festive occasions. The author

Especially valuable is the first section emphasising the advantages of using 
correct methods—often assumed—when dealing with ordinary plain sewing, and 
the excellent illustrations are sufficient explanation in themselves. All the main 
embroidery stitches and their application are also fully explained, including the 
popular Assisi, Jacobean and Hardanger work, and instructions for smocking, 
appliqué, and initials and monograms will appeal to the fastidious housewife. There 
is a short section on quilting, patchwork and feltcraft. (646-2)

INTERNATIONAL WINDOW DISPLAY. Edited by Walter Herdeg.

A large-scale anthology of contemporary styles in window display, with text in 
three languages—English, French and German. The earlier chapters dealing with 
the art of window display in individual countries are followed by special sections 
on interior display, mannequin design, display units and paper sculpture. The basic 
conflict between the often rival claims of the artist-designer and the commercial 
requirements of advertising policy are carefully examined. In the section on Great 
Britain, by Beverley Pick, mention is made of the need for ‘a proper marrying of 
merchandise-presentation and display-design’.

H. B. Lanson, Lance K. Cock, Ian Mackenzie, Alfred Langenbach. Introduction 
by J. W. Mahoney. Chambers, 12s.6d. 21-5 cm. 200 pages. 45 plates. 15 woodcuts., 
4 line drawings. 9 maps. Index. 

This book, by experts in the trade, differs from most of those by connoisseurs outside 

it in containing no personal reminiscences and lyrical appreciations of particular 

vintages, and fewer literary allusions; but it gives an abundance of factual information 

about the growing of the vine, the making of wine and relevant matters, including 

full details of the areas and vineyards which produce the wines of France, Germany 


and Italy; also port and sherry. This useful material is attractively presented and 
copiously illustrated. (663-2) 


ARTS AND RECREATION 


TOWARDS MODERN ART: or, King Solomon’s Book. Ludwig 


Goldscheider. Phaidon Press, 25s. 30°5 cm. 9 pages of text. 98 plates. List of 
illustrations. 


The plates in this volume reproduce examples of ancient and modern art (mainly 
painting, but including some sculpture and textiles) shown in juxtaposition. The 
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perceptive reader, or rather ‘looker’, will discover from these examples how certain 
ways of looking at the visible world, e.g. realism, impressionism, expressionism, 
have been common in earlier periods of art history and are not peculiar to the last 
hundred years. The book is not planned as a defence of modern art, but admirably 
exposes the fallacy of regarding modern painting as an isolated phenomenon unrelated 
to the past. The plates have been chosen by Dr. Goldscheider, who also contributes 
a very brief, but arresting foreword. (700) 


CHINESE ART. Leigh Ashton and Basil Gray. 2nd edition. Faber, 42s. 

25*4 cm. 366 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 188 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The second edition of an authoritative introduction to Chinese art (first published 
in 1935) written by two noted experts. The book takes the form of a series of plates 
illustrating examples of Chinese art in different media arranged in one historical 
sequence. The main features of each dynasty are described in the course of the text, 
with more detailed, supplementary information in the notes accompanying each 
plate. Arrangement, selection of material and presentation of historical facts and 
aesthetic judgments, are skilfully blended. This indispensable manual can be recom- 
mended to all kinds of readers studying Chinese art. Sir Leigh Ashton is Director 
of the Victoria and Albert Museum, London, and Mr. Gray the Keeper of Oriental 
Antiquities at the British Museum. (709°51) 


Landscape Design: Gardens 
THE MODERN GARDEN. G. C. Taylor. sth edition. Country Life, 30s. 
29°2 cm. 224 pages. Numerous photographs. 

A brief history of gardening in Britain is followed by sections devoted to the formal 
garden, the herbaceous border, wild and woodland gardening, ornamental trees and 
shrubs, rock and water gardens, the rose garden and garden furnishings. To each 
the author contributes a brief statement of general principles covering basic design, 
layout and the selection and placing of materials, based on many years’ experience 
of garden planning, which serves to introduce a series of superb photographs 
illustrating each theme. Excellently reproduced and accompanied by full descriptive 
captions, these photographs (there are nearly 400 of them) reveal what skilful 
designing can do to make the best of natural features, to bring house and garden 
into perfect harmony one with the other, and to provide the setting in which every 
individual plant, tree or shrub will enjoy ideal conditions and be seen to the greatest 
possible advantage. (712-62) 


Porcelain 
ENGLISH PORCELAIN OF THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 
J. L. Dixon. Faber, 30s. 25-4 cm. 95 pages. 100 plates (4 in colour). Bibliography. 
Index. (Faber Monographs on Pottery and Porcelain) 
The latest volume in an important, well-established series which is gradually covering 
the entire field of ceramic studies, deals with the same subject as the recent publication 
by G. Savage (noted in the June issue of British Book News). Mr. Dixon’s book, 
however, is written from a different view point, that of the experienced collector 
concerned with aesthetic appraisal rather than with attribution and technical processes. 
The plates reproduce carefully chosen specimens of English porcelain, ‘arranged to 
demonstrate the particular variety of aesthetic merit shown by each of the several 
factories’. In the text the specimens are described in relation to the contemporary 
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social background, while the appendices tabulate, probably more completely than 
any other recent book, the aids to attribution made available by the latest advances 
in ultra-violet examination. (738-2) 


Drawing Handwriting 
ENGLISH DRAWINGS OF THE TENTH AND ELEVENTH 
CENTURIES. Francis Wormald. Faber, 30s. 25-4 cm. 83 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece. 58 illustrations. Index. 
This further volume in a series devoted to English drawings deals with an early 
period. The examples are taken from manuscripts belonging to A.D. 900-1100, 
the later Anglo-Saxon period, and are restricted to outline drawings excluding the 
coloured illuminations usually found in and associated with medieval manuscripts. 
The author, who is Professor of Palaeography in London University, describes in 
his fifty-eight page introduction the stylistic changes and modifications in the 
technique of outline drawing. Next follow a Catalogue of fifty-nine manuscripts 
containing such drawings and the concluding section of plates. Among the manu- 
scripts illustrated are several belonging to the “Winchester’ School which are 
remarkable for their fluttering, almost Chinese, calligraphic line. (740°942) 


SWEET ROMAN HAND. Five Hundred Years of Italic Cursive Script. 
Wilfrid Blunt. Barrie, 1ss. 21-5 cm. 99 pages. 47 plates. 49 illustrations in text. 
Bibliography 

In this anthology Mr. Blunt has collected examples of italic cursive handwriting 

from the time of the Renaissance (when it was first introduced by the Italian 

humanists) to the present day. His aim is to stimulate the already widespread desire 
for better handwriting by providing a varied collection of models and by tracing 
the history of the italic hand. The examples are for the most part reproduced in 
their original sizes. Mr. Blunt’s book, which should be used together with Alfred 

Fairbanks’s Handwriting Manual (1947), will be found useful in schools and colleges, 

as well as appealing to students and amateurs of calligraphy. (745°6) 


GOOD HANDWRITING AND HOW TO ACQUIRE IT. John 
C. Tarr. Phoenix House, $s. 18°3 cm. 64 pages. 39 figures in text. Boards. 

A well produced little booklet on the theory, practice and tools of good writing. 

The author follows the current trend in advocating the use of a modified form of 

chancery (or Italian cursive) script as an everyday hand for all kinds of manuscript

Painting 
ENGLISH PORTRAIT MINIATURES. Graham Reynolds. Black, 21s. 
22°2 cm. 227 pages. 24 plates. Bibliography. Index. (Library of English Art) 

In the art of miniature painting English portraiture has a long tradition dating from 
Holbein, Nicholas Hilliard and Isaac Oliver in the sixteenth century. Mr. Reynolds, 
Deputy Keeper, Department of Paintings, Victoria and Albert Museum, London, 
covers the whole field in this admirable survey, which includes the results of researches 
made during the last forty years. He provides a straightforward, factual and detailed 
account of the painters, their personal characteristics of style, the social world in 
which they moved and their sitters. The relationship between miniatures and large- 
scale portrait painting is also studied. As the Keeper of the national collections of 
miniatures the author has had ample opportunities for studying his subject, on 
which he is the leading authority. (757) 
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VICTORIAN OLYMPUS. William Gaunt. Cape, 15s. 20°5 cm. 199 pages. 
8 plates. Index. 
This study of the lives of the academic painters of the later Victorian period follows 
the author’s two earlier books on English art history in the nineteenth century— 
The Pre-Raphaelite Tragedy (1942) and The Aesthetic Adventure (1945). It is written 
in the same mordant, slightly astringent style, but with a basic interest in and 
enthusiasm for the subjects described. Mr. Gaunt’s title suggests the esteem in which 
the late Victorian painters—Lord Leighton, Poynter, Alma Tadema, G. F. Watts 
and others—were held. The book begins with an account of the Elgin Marbles 
(the touchstone of much Victorian ‘classicistic’ art) and their transportation to England, 
and continues with a fascinating account of Lord Leighton’s career, his house in 
Kensington full of oriental splendours, and of the other artists who formed part 
of his circle. In a final chapter the relevance of the “Victorian Olympus’ to the present 
day is shrewdly assessed. (759°2) 


JAN VAN EYCK. Ludwig Baldass. Phaidon Press, 73s.6d. 31 cm. 303 pages. 
172 plates (8 in colour). 87 illustrations in text. Catalogue. Index. 
The plates in this imposing volume are of superlative quality both technically and 
aesthetically, some of the details of trees, crowns, prayer books, etc. selected for 
enlarged reproduction having a remarkable intensity and beauty. The brothers 
Jan and Hubert Van Eyck, who have been called the first modern painters, were 
born ¢. 1400 and became the greatest masters of the early Flemish school of painting. 
English readers have now an authoritative account of their work and suggested 
solutions for many of the complex problems of attribution concerning their pictures. 
Dr. Baldass, for many years Director of the Vienna Picture Gallery, is a distinguished 
expert on Flemish painting, and has incorporated into his introduction and the 
Catalogue of Paintings and Drawings the research of many years. It is difficult to 
conceive ofa moresatisfying volume on the Van Eycks than the present work, in which 
the scholarship of the art historian and the imaginative vision and sheer beauty of 
the artist are so happily fused. (759°9493)

THE BRITISH JOURNAL PHOTOGRAPHIC ALMANAC, 1952. 
Edited by Arthur J. Dalladay. 93rd year. Greenwood, 5s. boards; 7s.6d. cloth. 
19 cm. $96 pages. 32 photographs. Illustrations in text. Glossary. Index. 
A remarkable amount of information is contained in this handy volume. Some of 
the foremost contemporary problems in photography are dealt with in articles by 
experts, including George Sewell, Jack Coote, and Stanley Bowler, introduced by 
a searching editorial on the relationship of colour photography and science. Aesthetic 
problems also are discussed in articles by Bernard Alfieri and Frank Smyth. The 
pictorial supplement caters for varied tastes. Sections on new equipment, the year’s 
progress in colour photography, a glossary of chemical and technical terms, formulae 
and information on textbooks, form a particularly valuable part of this interesting 
and comprehensive reference book. (770°5) 


Puppets 

MARIONETTES. Donald Seager. Studio, 21s. 25-4 cm. 80 pages. 6s illustrations. 
30 diagrams. Bibliography. (How To Do It) 

The author, a teacher of the craft of puppetry in English and New Zealand schools, 

has designed this book especially for educationalists by grading it in an ascending 
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order of difficulty. After an introductory chapter on the nature of marionettes 
(puppets controlled by wires or strings), he deals with paper dolls and the simplest 
controls, cardboard animals, rod puppets, techniques in tape and rags, casting in 
plaster, wood carving, etc., and the making of a simple theatre. The clarity of the 
instructions and the large-scale drawings will help both child and teacher in an 
art now firmly established for its educational and entertainment value. (791°5)

CHANGEABLE SCENERY. Its Origin and Development in the British 
Cheatre. Richard Southern. Faber, 63s. 25-4 cm. 411 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 
$8 illustrations. 44 diagrams and illustrations in text. Index. 

[he first detailed account of stage scenery in Britain from its beginnings in the 

Restoration period to the early twentieth century. The author has based his work 

largely on the notebooks of William John Lawrence (1862-1940), which that eminent 

theatre historian and critic had compiled for his projected History of the Rise and 

Progress of Stage Scenery and Mechanical Appliances. Mr. Southern traces the origins 

of changeable scenery in the Court masques, its development in the public theatres 

of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, the revolution in methods of mounting 
the scene in the nineteenth century, and the subsequent rise of “The Art of the 

Theatre’. The meticulous accuracy of the work, the many diagrams and illustrations, 

the copious references, make the book an essential one for students of the theatre 

and a work of absorbing interest for the practical specialist in scenic design.

The Film 

FILMS, 1945-1950. Denis Forman. Longmans for The British Council, 2s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 64 pages. 24 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. Paper bound. (The Arts 
in Britain) 

Mr. Forman, Director of the British Film Institute, begins his survey of British 

films and their production, 1945-50, with a sketch of the economic framework 

of the British film industry during that period. This is followed by a discussion of 

British feature films, with special reference to the work of Carol Reed, Ealing 

Studios, Michael Powell and Emeric Pressburger, David Lean and Launder and 

Gilliat. There are also sections on the documentary and on films for children and 

the author makes a general comparison between the practice in British studios and 

that of other countries. In conclusion he finds grounds for optimism in the fact that 
the State has accepted some responsibility for British films as a national culture and 
in the high standards of present-day directors and producers. (792°93) 


FILM AND ITS TECHNIQUES. Raymond Spottiswoode. Faber, 42s. 

25*4 cm. $32 pages. 92 illustrations and diagrams. Glossary. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Mr. Spottiswoode is the author of Grammar of the Film (1935) and an authority on 
stereoscopy. His present volume deals exhaustively with the technical problems of 
film-making. ‘It is’, he writes, ‘an attempt to start the newcomer on his professional 
way’. It specialises in the field of factual film and lays stress on the more practical 
problems likely to be encountered by the smaller production unit. It describes the 
successive stages through which all films must pass on their way from script to screen 
and there is a chapter on things to come, including films and television and third 
dimensional films.

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Radio Television 
BROADCASTING AND TELEVISION SINCI 1goo. Maurice 
Gorham. Dakers, 18s. 22°2 cm. 274 pages. Index. (Twentieth Century Histories) 
This book is mainly concerned with British broadcasting, and, since this is entrusted 
to one authority in Great Britain, it becomes a history of the growth and development 
of the B.B.C. It proceeds from the time when the idea of ‘broadcasting ’ first 
disentangled itself from its origins in wireless telegraphy, down to the Beveridge 
Report of 1951. In this period the author, who has spent twenty-one years with 
the B.B.C., traces the history of the various Royal Charters granted to the B.B.C. 
by Parliament, discusses the part played by J. C. W. Reith (later Sir John and now 
Lord Reith) in shaping the present form of the B.B.C., and recalls all the memorable 
broadcasts of thirty years. He describes the rise of British television and compares 
the system adopted in the United Kingdom with those adopted in other countries. 
Finally he surveys, and discusses critically, the whole vast field covered by the B.B.C. 
and ventures some forecasts about the future of broadcasting and television.

WINNING DEFENCE. John Brown. Duckworth, 21s. 22-2 cm. 357 pages. 
Index. 

This is an excellent supplement to the author’s first book on contract bridge, Winning 
Tricks. It is a most detailed work on one of the most difficult aspects of the game, 
the author arguing that the standard of defensive play generally remains low, and 
that this part of the game is still in its infancy. His careful examination of the various 
kinds of defensive play, illustrated by a large number of hands taken from actual 
play, is intended for the player of average or slightly better than average ability. 
An interesting and enjoyable book which proves that defence in bridge need never 
be dull and that it may often be more enthralling than attack. (795741) 


ALL IN THE GAME. R. C. Robertson-Glasgow. Dobson, 7s.6d. 20°3 cm. 
96 pages. 43 illustrations by Haro. 

These light and very entertaining essays about outdoor games in general, but mainly 
about cricket and golf, are reproduced from the columns of The Observer. The author 
has a rich yet gentle humour as well as a graceful way of writing. Games for him 
are not grim affairs; he sees the amusing side and conveys it wittily without malice.

THE ECHOING GREEN. Cricket Studies. John Ariott. Longmans, 11s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 175 pages. 
John Arlott’s romantic qualities as a poet, combined with enthusiasm for cricket 
as well as a shrewd outlook, make any book of his a notable contribution to the 
literature of the game. In this series of essays many aspects of cricket are examined 
in a way which stresses the author’s belief that the game reflects, to a considerable 
degree, the social history of Britain and that it is an educational force of some 
importance. With those essays which have, in the author’s words, an ambitious 
aim, there are included some characteristic studies of British and Commonwealth 
players.

NEXT MAN IN. A Survey of Cricket Laws and Customs. Gerald Brodribb.

This book is the result of a very great amount of industry for it describes in detail 
all the curious incidents in first-class cricket which have had their influence on the 
laws of the game.

It is an unusual 
and clever book, which does not attempt to discuss chronologically the growth of 
the Law of Cricket but to trace systematically the story of most points of law.

Although reprints of his earlier books have been published in recent years, this is 
the first new book on cricket by Neville Cardus since 1937. Like his other works 
it is distinguished by a quality of imagination and a sublety of expression which 
few other writers on the game possess. The book is in two parts, the first being a 
series of essays, one autobiographical and the others on different aspects of past and 
present cricket, including brilliant appreciations of famous English and Australian 
players. The second part consists of descriptions of the last five Test Matches between 
Australia and England in the winter of 1950-51, an exciting series, the story of which 
is told vividly and in the author’s finest critical style. (796-3) 


HORSE RACING. John Rickman. CRICKET. N. W. D. Yardley and 
J. M. Kilburn. Garnett, 12s.6d. each. 19 cm. 240: 207 pages. 30: 31 plates.

Two more titles in the attractive series of books devoted to those places in Britain 

where sport is provided both for the partaker and the spectator. The first is a 

description of twenty-five of the most famous race courses in the British Isles, 

written by a racing journalist known also as ‘Robin Goodfellow’. The second 
describes over sixty of the cricket grounds on which the major or ‘first-class’ teams 
play. In their different ways both books convey something of the atmosphere of

An enthusiastic angler and regular contributor to angling periodicals passes on, in 


this book, the benefit of his wide experience of fishing in Britain and other parts

own drawings. Fishing for salmon and trout are dealt with in a separate game fish

THE WRITERS’ AND ARTISTS’ YEAR BOOK 1952. A Directory 
for Writers, Artists, Playwrights, Film Writers, Photographers and Composers.

The opening sections give particulars, and the requirements, of journals and 

publishers in Britain, Eire, Australia, Canada, India, Pakistan, New Zealand, South 

Africa and America. There follow sections dealing with agencies and societies; 

literary prizes and awards; and the marketing section provides useful information 

in respect of plays, scenarios, broadcast material, and markets for artists, designers 
and photographers. The Reference Section gives much general information, including 

such matters as copyright, publishers’ agreements, and proof correcting. (808-06) 


A KEY TO MODERN POETRY. Lawrence Durrell. Nevill, 12s.6d. 
22°2 cm. 221 pages. Notes. 
Mr. Durrell sets out to explain modern poetry in terms of the age which has produced 
it and hence in relation to other departments of human thought. In particular he 
regards the changes in our conceptions of Time and the human personality as 
decisive factors in the development of literary forms. Imaginative writing, he suggests, 
in order to express these new conceptions of reality can no longer approach its 
material directly but adopts a cyclic movement, alternating between past and present. 
Mr. Durrell has an exceptional gift for clear exposition, and he illustrates his theory 
by practical criticism, surveying modern verse from the 1890s to 1939, and devoting 
particular attention to the work of Hopkins, Mr. T. S. Eliot and Dr. Edith Sitwell.

CANADIAN QUOTATIONS AND PHRASES: Literary and Historical. 
Robert M. Hamilton. McClelland & Stewart (Toronto, Canada), $7.50. 22°5 cm. 
283 pages. Index to authors only. 


In this useful book, compiled by an assistant librarian of Parliament, the quotations 
are arranged alphabetically by subject and cover, for instance, political, geographical, 
humorous, and literary topics. The twenty-page list of authorities quoted includes 
Canadian statesmen, poets, historians, scientists, newspapers, etc. as well asa sprinkling 
of British, French and American notables. Mr. Hamilton’s pioneer work is warmly 
welcomed; a second edition would be improved by a more comprehensive index 
and an even larger list of sources. (808-88) 


English Literature 
ENGLISH PROSE STYLE. Herbert Read. New, revised, edition. Bell, 
16s. 22*2 cm. 232 pages. Index. 

In this book Mr. Herbert Read formulates the prose writer’s means of self-expression. 
After differentiating prose from poetry he discusses a ‘pure’ prose style as a critical 
standard. He then considers language as it can be used to avoid pitfalls by realising 
the function of words, epithets, figures of speech, and by understanding the structure 
of sentences, unity in paragraphs and the arrangement of a complete work. The 
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second part examines the essentials of a good style in effective exposition, narrative, 
writings of fantasy and imagination, impressionism, expressionism and eloquence. 
The final chapter deals with unity in style. The author illustrates all his points by 
quoting and examining prose extracts and gives additional passages on which the 
reader may exercise his judgment on suggested lines. This is an excellent practical 
book by a scholarly, acute critic, who is a practised writer. (820) 


CAMBRIDGE ANTHOLOGY. Edited by Peter Townsend. Introduction 
by E. M. Forster. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 184 pages. 
This collection of critical essays, sketches and short stories consists of the work of 
undergraduates of the last two years, introduced by Mr. E. M. Forster. It will be 
especially welcome amid the present dearth of literary magazines to readers interested 
in following the progress of young talent. The fiction follows for the most part a 
sophisticated treatment of modern family life, much of it carrying a strong auto- 
biographical flavour, the most promising writers being John Coleman and C. N. 
Sullivan, while in the critical section there is an outstanding essay by Richard Mayne 
on the short stories of Angus Wilson. (820-8) 


CREATIVE WRITING IN CANADA. A Short History of English- 
Canadian Literature. Desmond Pacey. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4.00. 
21 cm. 229 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The Professor of English in the University of New Brunswick here presents the first 

critical appraisal of English-Canadian literary development from the eighteenth- 

century Nova Scotian Oliver Goldsmith to the present day. Unlike earlier Canadian 
literary histories of the 1920s, it is a selective survey, limited to the most interesting 
work in each period and focused on belles letters, omitting works of biography or 
social and natural science, and French-Canadian literature. Dr. Pacey has definite 
opinions, some of which, as for example, the relatively greater importance of poetry 
over other literary forms in Canada, may well be challenged. He concludes that 
Canadian literature, though it has developed slowly, has a great future. (820°9C) 


THE LOST LITERATURE OF MEDIEVAL ENGLAND. 
R. M. Wilson. Methuen, 15s. 19 cm. 286 pages. Indexes. (Methuen’s Old English 
Library) 

This is a careful survey of the evidence for lost works in the English language, oral 

or written, from the Anglo-Saxon period to the fifteenth century. Allusions to 

narrative, religious and political prose and verse, epics, romances, songs and drama 
have been collected; and stories retold in Latin, snatches of poems in unpublished 
manuscripts, bequests of books in early wills, and lists of the contents of monastic 
libraries have all yielded material. The result is a full and valuable work of reference, 
which widens our knowledge of the range of English literature throughout the 
early periods. (820-9) 


English Poetry 

MODERN AUSTRALIAN POETRY. Selected by H. M. Green. 2nd 
edition. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University 
Press (London), 17s.6d. 22°8 cm. 205 pages. Biographies. Indexes. 

The second edition of an anthology which was highly praised when it first appeared 

in 1946. About a dozen poems of the first edition are now omitted and twice as 

many new poems included, while four new poets are represented. The arrangement 
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is by categories: poems illustrating Australia and her development, ‘intellectual’ 
poems, mystic and symbolic poems, poems of history, legend and fantasy, and 
poems of beauty and love, and death and hate and war. Compact biographies of 
the authors are given at the end. (821-08A) 


THE LONDON BOOK OF ENGLISH VERSE. Selected by Herbert 
Read and Bonamy Dobrée. 2nd, revised, edition. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 
19 cm. 927 pages. Notes. Indexes. 

This selection, which differs from many others in being divided into categories of 

poems—e.g. Narrative Poetry, Songs, Lyrical Verse, Descriptive Verse, etc.—was 

first published in 1949 and is now offered, revised, but without substantial change, 
in a second edition. Its scope is from medieval times up to and including poems 
by T. S. Eliot and other contemporaries, and it has the great merit of not including 
more than a modest proportion of poems which are to be found in such selections 
as The Golden Treasury and ‘Q's’ Oxford Book of English Verse. (821-08) 


SCOTTISH VERSE 1851-1951. Selected for the general reader by Douglas 
Young. Nelson, 18s. 19 cm. 397 pages. Notes. Glossary. Index. 
This anthology may be taken with John Buchan’s The Northern Muse to give a 
complete picture of Scots vernacular poetry. For its own period, it does more than 
follow Buchan’s work, for it gives eleven examples of Gaelic verse and two of 
Shetland Norn, as well as the 159 poems in English and 148 in Scots. Almost anyone 
with a claim is represented and full and careful choice is made from the greater 
writers like Stevenson, Edwin Muir and Hugh MacDiarmid. Full notes and a glossary 
are added to a well-printed text of a scholarly and sensitive selection. (821-08) 


POEMS OF RUPERT BROOKE. Edited with an Introduction by 
Geoffrey Keynes. Nelson, 4s. 17 cm. 192 pages. Indexes. (Nelson Classics) 
Although always a very popular poet, in critical opinion Rupert Brooke’s reputation 
has declined with that of other Georgians and his romantic attitude to war has made 
him suspect to readers for whom Wilfred Owen is nearer to real experience. This 
divergence between majority and minority attitudes to Brooke has obviously worried 
Mr. Keynes: in his introduction he attempts to run with the hare and hunt with the 
hounds and the result is confusion. The selection of poems is not quite as complete 
as the standard edition of Collected Poems, but almost everything of value is included 
in this inexpensive volume. (821-9) 


EDITH SITWELL. John Lehmann. Longmans for The British Council and the 
National Book League, 2s. 21-5 cm. 40 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Paper bound. (Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

An excellent brief guide to the work of one of the major poets of our time. Dr. Sitwell 

has written a good deal of prose as well as poetry, and Mr. Lehmann has chosen— 

wisely in such limited space—to deal only with the prose (like the novel, I Live 

Under a Black Sun) that is directly helpful in the study of her poetry. Mr. Lehmann 

discusses the early poetry, with its unorthodox phraseology, and shows how the 

later wider and deeper poetry of the war years has grown out of the restless and 
brilliant imagination that produced it. He has made helpful unobtrusive use of 
biographical material in elucidating Dr. Sitwell’s work. The list of Dr. Sitwell’s 

works and of works about her will be found most useful. (821-9) 
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EUROPA AND THE BULL and Other Poems. W. R. Rodgers. Secker & 
Warburg, 10s.6d. 22*2 cm. 94 pages. 


Since he published his first volume of verse over ten years ago Mr. Rodgers has 
developed considerably. The fresh but rather impersonal tunefulness of the earlier 
volume has given place to an equally fresh, individual, sumptuous verbal music. 
Perhaps the change is due to a greater reliance on themes and symbols already rich 
with accumulated associations: classical legends and religion, the rose, the swan, 
romantic-sounding perfumes and spices. The poems abound in conceits and striking 
images. Europa and the Bull is an unequal collection, but the best poems are very 
good indeed. (821-9) 


WRACK AT TIDESEND. A Book of Balnearics, being the second volume 
of England Reclaimed. Osbert Sitwell. Macmillan, 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 110 pages. 


‘Tidesend’ is an imaginary English seaside resort at the turn of the last century. 
In much the same genre as the eclogues England Reclaimed (1927)—a pliable somewhat 
conversational free verse—Sir Osbert presents a series of vignettes portraying a 
cross-section of its inhabitants, from lamplighter to lord. Tidesend is no place for 
the young, but the elderly, the peculiar, or the macabre character abounds. 
Sir Osbert views them all with a dry detachment, elegantly condescending, slyly 
mocking, delighting in the eccentric. An engaging book to dip into—a tour of the 
whole portrait gallery is, perhaps, a trifle fatiguing. (821-9)

A SHAKESPEARE COMPANION: 1550-1950. F. E. Halliday. 
Duckworth, sos. 22-2 cm. 758 pages. 68 illustrations. Genealogical tables. 
Bibliography. Endpaper maps. 

The range of this encyclopedia is surprising and fully justifies the author’s claim 

that ‘it is a handbook not only to Shakespeare’s life and works, to his friends and 

acquaintances, to his poems and plays and their characters, but also to the Elizabethan- 

Jacobean theatre, the other dramatists who wrote for it, their most important plays 

and the companies that performed them, and to the history up to the present day 

of Shakespeare’s work both on the stage and in the study, to his printers and publishers, 
players and producers, editors and adapters, scholars and critics’. Relevant literary 
and musical terms are also included. Leading players, producers, and scholars of 
today appear, and foreign writers, players and theatres, past and present. This seems 
to be indeed the most comprehensive book of its kind yet published and to maintain 
1 high standard of accuracy. (822°3) 


SHAKESPEARE SURVEY 5s. An Annual Survey of Shakespearian Study 
and Production. Edited by Allardyce Nicoll. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 
25°4 cm. 172 pages. 13 illustrations. Notes. Index. 


The Survey continues to maintain its pattern, quality and variety, pleasantly providing 
both the expected and the unexpected. Its notes on recent stage productions cover 
fourteen countries, and it provides critical surveys of the year’s Shakespearian studies, 
besides articles on texts, imagery, and critical methods; letters from Christopher 
Fry to an actor playing Hamlet; suggestions by Georges A. Bonnard for an edition 
of Shakespeare for French, German and other European readers, and so on. (822*3) 
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ANTONY AND CLEOPATRA. William Shakespeare. Introduction by 
Sir Laurence Olivier. Folio Society, 18s. 22-5 cm. 134 pages. 8 plates in full colour 
of costume designs by Audrey Cruddas. 5 line drawings of stage settings by 
Roger Furze. Note on stage history. Glossary by Josephine Lane. (Folio 
Shakespeare) 

Costumes and décor are those of Sir Laurence Olivier’s production (London, 1951) 
in which he played Antony with Vivien Leigh as Cleopatra, and the introduction 
discusses the play from the actor-manager’s point of view. The text, printed in two 
colours throughout, is that of the New Temple Shakespeare, edited by M. R. Ridley. 
A very attractive and readable edition. (822-3) 


HENRY VI, Parts I, If and III. William Shakespeare. Edited by John Dover 
Wilson. 3 vols. Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. each (cloth); 21s. leather. 
18 cm. 278: 275: 271 pages. Frontispieces. Notes on stage-history by C. B. Young. 
Notes. Glossaries. (New Shakespeare) 

Dr. Wilson has found these volumes ‘a large and arduous undertaking . . . . so 

interlocked and vexatiously intricate’ are the problems of the three Parts with regard 

to text, sources and particularly authorship. His theories of the last are as controversial 
and provocative as they are ingenious and closely argued. His notes are as thorough 

as usual. (822-3) 


SHAKESPEARE AND THE CLASSICS. J. A. K. Thomson. Allen & 
Unwin, 18s. 21°5 cm. 256 pages. 
The Professor Emeritus of Classics, King’s College, London, has followed his books 
on The Classical Background of English Literature and Classical Influences on English 
Poetry (see British Book News, July 1948 and January 1952) with a useful study of 
Shakespeare’s knowledge of, and indebtedness to, the literature of ancient Greece 
and Rome. He examines in detail all Shakespeare’s poems and most of the plays, 
weighing external and internal evidence with a shrewd impartiality, and arrives at 
some interesting general conclusions. (822-3) 


THE FIRSTBORN. A Play in Three Acts. Christopher Fry. 2nd, revised, 
edition. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 102 pages. 
One of Fry’s major religious dramas, written between 1938 and 1945 and first 
published by the Cambridge University Press in 1946. The present text incorporates 
the changes that were made for production in 1948 and also some further cuts. This 
verse play, in which the chief protagonist is Moses, is set in Egypt at the time of the 
Plagues (1200 B.C.). Yet Rameses, a ‘figure of life’, takes a central place in the plot, 
and Moses’ eventual resurrection into the great leader of the Israelites “carries with 
it something of the life of Rameses’. There is strength and a spiritual quality in this 
Old Testament dramatisation lacking in some of Fry’s later, more popular, comedies.

English Essays 
THE ESSAYS OF ELIA. Charles Lamb. Edited with an Introduction 
by Malcolm Elwin. Macdonald, 9s.6d. 19 cm. $33 pages. 8 illustrations. (Macdonald 
Illustrated Classics) 
The text of this volume of the essays of Charles Lamb (1775-1834) follows the first 
edition of Elia (1823) and The Last Essays of Elia (1833), and includes five essays 
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often omitted from subsequent editions. There are careful footnotes explaining 
Lamb’s many allusions, and Mr. Elwin’s introduction enables the reader to recognise 
‘how far the book is the expression of the man’. Lamb holds a unique place among 
English essayists in the creative quality of his work. The Essays of Elia, like the plays 
of Shakespeare, have something for everybody; in this volume the beginner in 
literature will discover and the seasoned reader again experience the charm of Lamb.

SELECTED WRITINGS OF JOHN RUSKIN. Edited and Introduced 
by Peter Quennell. Falcon Press, 15s. 22°2 cm. 208 pages. 


This anthology of selections from the writings of John Ruskin (1819-1900) covers 
a wide range, from Modern Painters and Stones of Venice to Praeterita. The selections 
are intended to show Ruskin as a master of English prose and an imaginative inter- 
preter of art and nature, but his message and doctrines are obvious without being 
isolated. Mr. Quennell’s able introduction surveys the formative influences on 
Ruskin’s life, style and interests, and is a great help in appreciating the significance 
of the extracts. The book is to be welcomed as giving yet another opportunity for 
inderstanding a great Victorian to readers who have taken for granted that he is too 
difficult or too old-fashioned to rouse their interest. (824-8) 


ROCKING HORSE JOURNEY. Some Views of the British Character. 
C. E. Vulliamy. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 183 pages. Frontispiece. 


The title of these essays on certain past and present aspects of the British character 
was suggested to the author by a photograph of himself on a rocking horse in 1889. 
He uses this as a symbol of the rapidity of social change since then. His interest in 
the past leads him to describe the Georgian female (1775-1820), the vogue of public 
executions, stern female moralists, sentimental novelists and literary reviewers of 
the nineteenth century. Other essays discuss the Welsh contribution to British 
character, the British penchant for quacks and crime stories, and the British attitude 
towards music. Three character sketches illustrate aspects of British eccentricity. 
Richard Jefferies is discussed as a notable English mystic, and David Hume as a 
typical British philosopher. The author carries his learning easily in these informative 
and stimulating essays. (824-9) 


English Humour 


PETER’S LETTERS TO HIS KINSFOLK. John Gibson Lockhart. 
Nelson, 4s. 17 cm. 382 pages. Notes. Index. (Nelson Classics) 


A careful selection of a famous series of letters describing Edinburgh and Glasgow 
intellectual society at the beginning of the nineteenth century. This is the first 
reprinting since 1819. Dr. Peter Morris was an imaginary Welsh scholar, which 
invention gave Lockhart, lately returned from Oxford, sufficient freedom in painting 
his gay, delightful pictures of the rich life in Scottish cities in his time. Sir Walter 
Scott, acknowledging his copy, wrote of the young author throwing ‘a Claude 
Lorraine tint over (our) northern landscape’. Among the portraits are Scott himself, 
the Ettrick Shepherd, Jeffrey of the Edinburgh Review and Professor Wilson of the 
Noctes Ambrosianae. The selection is carefully edited, with an introduction and notes.

FACETS OF FRANCE AND FRENCH LITERATURE. 
L. A. Triebel. Australasian Publishing Co. (Sydney, Australia, and London), 10s.6d. 
18-5 cm. 267 pages. 

A collection of short essays, for the most part previously published in various literary 

journals, or broadcast, this book is intended for the general reader rather than the 

specialist student. In an attempt to interpret the main features of French literature 

the author sketches representative figures against the background of ideals and social 

standards. The essays are instructive but far from heavy, and the arrangement of 

topics in chronological sequence helps to give the treatment unity. The author is 

Professor of Modern Languages in the University of Tasmania. (840-4) 


CONTEMPORARY FRENCH POETRY. Joseph Chiari. Manchester 
University Press, 128.6d. 19 cm. 196 pages. Bibliography. 
This is not meant to be a complete study of contemporary French poetry, it presents 
those poets M. Chiari considers most representative. The general aims of poetry 
are treated in a short Introduction and Conclusion. Supervielle, Pierre Emmanuel, 
Eluard, St. John Perse and Henri Michaux, and Surrealism are suggestively studied. 
Claudel and Valéry are admittedly ‘difficult’ authors and M. Chiari does little to 
make them easier. His chapter on Claudel will hardly encourage those unacquainted 
with the great poet to read him, and some of the philosophical labels used in connection 
with Valéry are disconcerting. Nevertheless the volume contains stimulating material 
either for agreement or attack. (841-9) 


Italian Literature 
THE PENTAMERON OF GIAMBATTISTA BASILE. Translated 
from the Italian by Sir Richard Burton. Introduction by Professor E. R. Vincent. 
Kimber, 25s. 22-2 cm. 400 pages. 6 drawings by Michael Ayrton. Bibliographical 
note. 
The Neapolitan Giambattista Basile lived between 1575 and 1632 and his great 
collection of tales and fantasies, interspersed with satirical eclogues, remind the 
reader, as Professor Vincent points out in his Introduction, ‘that the Baroque is 
often a parody of the Classical’. Basile was inherently Baroque: the odd and the 
extravagant abound in his pages. There have been three English translations: 
J. E. Taylor’s of 1848, which was a selection; Sir Richard Burton’s of 1893, which 
is here reprinted, and N. M. Penzer’s, made from Benedetto Croce’s Italian in 1932. 
This is a version for the general reader. (853-5) 


Classical Literature 

EVERYMAN’S SMALLER CLASSICAL DICTIONARY. Revised 
from Sir William Smith by E. H. Blakeney and J. Warrington. Dent, 12s.6d. 
19°6 cm. 343 pages. 32 pages of illustrations. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Reference 
Library) 

In this fresh revision of a well-established reference book new articles have been 

included, others rewritten or amplified, and new illustrations added. The articles 

deal with Ancient Greck and Roman mythology, history, geography, and some 

aspects of government, letters and religion. An introductory section gives genealogical 
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tables and lists of Greek and Roman writers, dates, Roman emperors and Roman 
provinces, schools of philosophy, and a bibliography. This excellent reference book 
will meet the needs of both classical students and general readers. (880-03) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY] 


THE WORLD IN MARCH 16939. Edited by Arnold Toynbee and 
Frank T. Ashton-Gwatkin. Oxford University Press for the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs, 45s. 24 cm. $64 pages. 5 maps. Index. (Survey of International 
Affairs 1939-1946) 

This is an important book by any standards. It is the first volume of a post-war 

survey which, in some dozen volumes, will cover the whole history of the war and 

the peace-making period, thus forming a link between the earlier volumes for 

1920-38 and the new annual series starting with 1947. Secondly, it contains the first 

considerable post-war contribution by Arnold Toynbee to the understanding of 

contemporary international history. He writes on the western hemisphere and on 
the Far East. Thirdly, it is important as containing the first substantial work of 
creative scholarship by Martin Wight, the young historian to whom Toynbee has 
passed on the torch in the light of which historical events are seen sub-specie aeternitatis. 

He covers Eastern Europe, Spain and Portugal, and Germany. These contributions, 

together with the work of such specialists as Crankshaw on Russia, Kirk on the 

Middle East, and Hillmann on the economic strength of the great powers, constitute 

the first attempt to study the 1939-45 war in historical and world perspective.

THE WEST COAST OF SCOTLAND. Skye to Oban. Stephen Bone. 
Faber, 12s.6d. 22-8 cm. 64 pages. 8 pages of coloured maps. $9 illustrations. (Shell 
Guides) 

This guide will be welcomed by those who like information to be readily available 

and concise, since it is arranged alphabetically by place and subject. Mr. Bone’s 

comments are to the point and candid. The illustrations are of varying interest, those 
of the mountain scenery being the most attractive. The eight-page atlas, based on 

Bartholomew’s four-miles-to-the-inch larger coloured map, is an excellent feature.

SUMMER IN SCOTLAND. Ivor Brown. Collins, 16s. 21-5 cm. 320 pages. 
Endpaper maps. Index. 
The exile who returns to his country enjoys it with a special affection. Ivor Brown 
is a Scot who has returned to his native land summer after summer and he writes 
this book with the savour of these summer delights and reflections. He carries the 
reader on that fine vehicle, his ebullient writing, through time and through the 
length and breadth of Scotland. Scots have always been travellers and the line of 
Scottish travel writers is long and illustrious. The present book is by no means an 
unworthy addition to the line and corrects the balance: many Scots have gone 
abroad for their travel subjects; this admirable Scot returns to his native land.

IRELAND AND THE IRISH. Charles Duff. Boardman, 15s. 22:2 cm. 
288 pages. 44 illustrations. 3 maps. Endpaper map. Index. 


The author divides his work into two parts. The first, Background, gives a very 
readable outline of the history, literature, and general culture of the island, summarily 
but enlivened with personal opinions and reminiscences. The second, Seeing Ireland, 
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is an informal guide, arranged around a score of centres conveniently placed for the 
visitor. Mr. Duff is an Irishman who knows his country and its people and can 
maintain a tolerant and good-humoured outlook. In his aim of meeting the needs 
of visitors, not primarily interested in controversy or obscure problems, he is 
eminently successful. (914°15) 


THE COUNTRY OF WHITE CLOVER. H. E. Bates. Michael Joseph, 
12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 190 pages. Drawings by Broom Lynne. 
The country of white clover is the county of Kent, and this book shows how 
completely Mr. Bates, on leaving his native Northamptonshire, has adopted Kent 
as his homeland. He describes his gradual discovery of the county’s astonishing 
range of qualities, resulting from its climate, soil, husbandry and the sea. He has 
discovered the Kentish people, the old and the modern farm labourer, and many 
humorous ‘characters’. His reminscences of foreign travel impress on him the value 
of what he has discovered about Kent. Mr. Bates’s skill as a novelist, a nature writer 
and an essayist has enabled him to produce a book of great charm and interest.

COMPANION INTO HERTFORDSHIRE. W.Branch Johnson. Methuen, 
15s. 19 cm. 294 pages. 24 illustrations. Endpaper map. Index. (Companion Books) 
Well informed, pleasantly discursive and very readable, this book takes the reader 
on a tour which covers the country comprehensively. Near as it is to London, much 
of Hertfordshire is still unspoiled country, quietly beautiful (“England meditative’, 
says E. M. Forster), and it is remarkably rich in historical and literary associations, 
ranging from William the Conqueror to Charles Lamb, to which (more than to 
scenery and buildings) Mr. Johnson does full justice, telling many good stories by 
the way. (914°2) 


THE LONDON BOOK. Francis Marshall. Seeley Service, 25s. 25°4 cm. 
336 pages. Illustrations by the author. Index. 


Francis Marshall sets down here the things that have interested him in going about 
London with pen and pencil. The result has the attractions and drawbacks of a 
scrapbook, with sections devoted to the scene, shopping, entertainments, hospitality, 
and the people. His numerous black-and-white line drawings, bold and free from 
fussy detail, catch the spirit of a scene or a period with humour. The text is less 
distinguished, and uneven, though there is sufficient unusual detail and unexpected 
comment to maintain the reader’s interest. (914:21) 


MIRROR TO RUSSIA. Marie-Noéle Kelly. Country Life, 21s. 22-2 cm. 
248 pages. 64 illustrations (2 in colour). Map. Index. 
Had this book mirrored a normal country, one would have admired the thoroughness 
of Lady Kelly’s search for its choicest treasures, however difficult of access; but in 
Russia it required immense pertinacity, combined with great enthusiasm and 
knowledge, even for the wife of the Ambassador to visit and explore many of the 
score of places which she describes so admirably, including Novgorod, Kiev, 
Odessa, Astrakhan and the corner of Georgia which holds Stalin’s birthplace, as 
well as Leningrad and places nearer to Moscow. Lady Kelly’s mirror reflects much 
past glory—historical, literary and architectural; also—and very vividly—the 
contemporary scene in Moscow. It gives, too, many revealing glimpses of the life 
of the people in the places visited. The numerous photographs—two in colour—are 
excellent. (914°7)

SWEDEN. Edited by L. Russell Muirhead. Benn, 25s. 15°8 cm. 406 pages. 
26 maps and plans (5 in colour). 32-page atlas in colour at end. Endpaper maps. 
Bibliography. Index. (Blue Guides) 

This is the first new volume of this well-established series to be issued since the war. 

The country is covered systematically by thirty-four routes, with detailed information 

on rail and road routes, accommodation, cultural and historical monuments, and 

sporting facilities. The introduction gives practical advice to the traveller, and an 
historical summary. A brief general survey of the various regions, differentiating 
their individual attractions would be a helpful addition. The atlas, clear and well- 
printed, is a useful supplement to the text. (914°85) 


ADVENTURES OF A BOTANIST’S WIFE. Eleanor Bor. Hurst & 
Blackett, 18s. 22°2 cm. 204 pages. 35 photographs. 6 drawings by the author. 
Endpaper maps. 

The author is the wife of Norman Bor, the Irish botanist, who is now Assistant 

Director of Kew. She accompanied him on his adventures in Assam and Tibet where 

his work as Forest Officer and Assistant Political Officer took him. This is a delightful 

account of the country and its people, by one who made the effort to understand 
and like both. Entering into the life of little-known hill tribes, the Bors witnessed 
many things, such as a trial by ordeal to discover a murderer, which escape the 

average traveller. (915) 


MY INDIA. Jim Corbett. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 20°5 cm. 190 pages. 
Map. Endpaper map. 
Colonel Corbett’s two very successful earlier books, Man-Eaters of Kumaon and 
The Man-Eating Leopard of Rudraprayag, dealt more particularly with the beasts 
than the peoples of the jungle. To him India means the simple villagers, honest, 
brave, loyal and hard-working, amongst whom he lived and whom he learned 
to love. There are sketches of incidents and of people engaged in their daily hard 
struggle for life in a poor land beset with dangers. (915°4) 


A SLIGHT TOUCH OF SAFARI. Alastair Gordon. Parrish, 10s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 135 pages. Sketches by the author. 

Anusing sketches of life in Northern Kenya—the Turkana and Boran country, with 

an excursion up Mount Kenya. The author was a visitor, with no specified purpose, 

but he clearly enjoyed himself. (916-762) 


THE SHOALS OF CAPRICORN. F. D. Ommanney. Longmans, 21s. 
22*2 cm. 330 pages. 15 illustrations. Endpaper map. 
Dr. Ommanney spent two years in the Indian Ocean on biological research into 
the possibilities of commercial fisheries. Out of his experiences he has written a 
most entertaining book, which will enhance the reputation he has already won. 
The opening is perhaps a little slow and conventional, but once he is at work, mainly 
in the waters between the Seychelles and Mauritius, he never relaxes his grip on the 
reader’s attention. His work is his dominant enthusiasm, and he has the ability, 
somewhat rare, of imparting this to the general reader. In addition to the insight 
he gives into the natural history of the area, including the giant land tortoise of 
Aldabra island, he writes entertainingly of the varied individuals he encountered, 
and comments with detachment on the island communities, in a straightforward 
and robust style. (916-9) 
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WHITE MAN RETURNS. Agnes Newton Keith. Michael Joseph, 155s. 

20°3 cm. 320 pages. Line drawings by the author. 
In her two earlier books Mrs. Keith described her life in pre-war Borneo and her 
terrible experiences at the hands of the Japanese. Despite the latter, she returned with 
her husband and young son after the war, and this book describes very movingly 
the personal problems which confronted them, and the gradual rehabilitation of 
the colony. It is needless now to say that her narrative is vivid, and illuminated with 
much insight into human personality and relationships. While she has many instances 
of loyalty to the returned white people, and records the advance of the colony 
from economic chaos to prosperity, she underlines the changed status of the white 
man in the new East. From the need to hate, the recognition of mutual needs and 
understanding offer the only escape. But this preoccupation, though implicit 
throughout, has not entailed the exclusion of many lively and humourous incidents 
of daily life. (919°11) 


Biography 
THE LIFE AND TIMES OF EDWARD ALLEYN. G. L. Hosking. 
Cape, 158. 20°3 cm. 285 pages. 8 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The ‘times’ occupy more space than the ‘life’, the structure of the book is disjointed, 
the principal figure fails to emerge clearly and the style is pedestrian; but Mr. Hosking 
has performed a valuable service in bringing together for the first time, with a 
scholarly thoroughness, all that is known of the public and private life of Edward 
Alleyn (1566-1626). He was not only the first great English actor (who ‘created’ 
leading roles in Marlowe's plays, among many others), but Master of the King’s 
Bears, Bulls and Mastiffs, and Founder of the College of God’s Gift at Dulwich; 
he married first Philip Henslowe’s stepdaughter and second John Donne’s daughter. 
The book is packed with interesting detail of Elizabethan theatres and of London 
life. It concludes with a brief historical account (to 1857) of the Dulwich Foundation, 
on which three schools now flourish, and of the Picture Gallery. (92) 


JOHN BAIRD. The Romance and Tragedy of the Pioneer of Television. 
Sydney Moseley. Odhams Press, 16s. 21°5 cm. 256 pages. 9 plates. Index. 
As Deputy Chairman of the Baird Company and a close friend of John Baird 
(1888-1946) Mr. Moseley is in a position to place before the student of television 
information previously denied him concerning the pioneer of British television. 
Much controversy has arisen around the figure of the man himself, the value of 
his contribution to the science, and his relations with the B.B.C., who adopted an 
alternative system. This warm hearted championship of Baird, though written in 
a somewhat journalistic style, certainly makes a fascinating story. (92) 


WILKIE COLLINS. Robert Ashley. Barker, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 144 pages. 
Bibliographies. Index. (English Novelists) 
This may be regarded as complementary to the fuller biography by Kenneth 
Robinson which was reviewed in British Book News, March 1952, for both are based 
on independent research. Dr. Ashley has written an admirable book, compact but 
very readable, in which he combines a clear account of Collins’ picturesque character 
and career, so far as they can now be seen, with sound criticism of The Woman in 
White, The Moonstone, and all his lesser works. (92) 
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DE LA SALLE: LETTERS AND DOCUMENTS. - Edited by 
W. J. Battersby. Longmans, 25s. 22°2 cm. 310 pages. 4 plates. Indexes. 
Dr. Battersby has already produced two scholarly volumes on De'La Salle as an 
educationist and saint. Here, published for the first time in an, English translation, 
we have letters and documents written or signed by De La Salléwith the,original 
French texts. All the letters, excepting three or four addresged.to gbilens, are 
written to members of the Institute of the ‘Brothers’ and they age ‘gaginly concerned 
with spiritual direction of a most intimate kind. The editor contrib¥geSe@fi mtcoduction 
in which he explains how the letters were preserved and why so rain. He 
also sums up their significance as a primary source of information aftmenables us 


to appreciate their historical background. Here is a book which will appeal to all 
creeds.

FREDERICK DELIUS. Peter Warlock (Philip Heseltine). Reprinted, with 
additions, annotations and comments by Hubert Foss. Bodley Head, 15s. 20-3 cm. 
224 pages. Portrait frontispiece. List of compositions. Index. 

A revised edition of the study of the English composer Delius (1862-1934) by 

Heseltine the musicologist and composer (known as ‘Peter Warlock’). Warlock 

died in tragic circumstances in 1930; in 1923, when this book was first published, 

he was twenty-nine, and very deeply moved by the music of Delius and strongly 
influenced by Delius the man. The revision does no violence to the original, which 
was beautifully written in the first flush of youth and enthusiasm, and which was 
not only regarded as a fine book, but was compared to a prose poem. The notes, 
additions, annotations, comments and postscript are by Hubert Foss. No writer on 
music could have been better chosen for the task, which he has carried out with 
exquisite taste and devotion. (92) 


W. G. GRACE. Clifford Bax. Phoenix House, 5s. 19 cm. 64 pages. 4 plates. 
Bibliography. (Cricketing Lives) 
Dr. Grace is by this time an almost mythical personality; for the Jupiter of cricket, 
as the author aptly styles him, was not only the acknowledged master of the game, 
but a great symbolic figure of the Victorian age. His athletic career, as Mr. Bax 
traces it from its humble beginnings in a Gloucestershire orchard, epitomises the 
rise of cricket itself from a rustic pastime to an international sport of immense 
technical accomplishment. Mr. Bax’s narrative is by no means confined to the cricket 
field and he has some new and agreeable stories to add to the accepted canon of 
“W.G.’s’ fame. (92) 


MY NAVAL LIFE. Stephen King-Hall. Faber, 18s. 22-8 cm. 287 pages. 
12 illustrations. Index. 
This spirited book is the story of Commander Stephen King-Hall’s career in the 
Royal Navy from 1906 when he joined as a cadet to his retirement in 1929. Among 
other first-hand experiences the author gives a particularly vivid account of the 
Battle of Jutland, in which his ship the light cruiser Southampton took a prominent 
part. In his ideas as a naval officer he seems to have been ahead of his times, and he 
is frequently critical of the staff work and strategical and tactical theories which 
prevailed in the Service during the First World War. We meet at close quarters 
such well known figures as the Admirals Beatty, Roger Keyes and Dudley Pound. 
On the lighter side there are a number of amusing anecdotes of naval life. (92) 
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NAPOLEON III IN ENGLAND. Ivor Guest. British Technical and General 
Press, 18s. 25°4 cm. 23 plates. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Guest has written an entertaining narrative of Louis Napoleon’s visits to and 
final residence in England, amounting, in time, to nearly seven years in all. He came 
five times as an exile before he was Emperor, made a State Visit in 1855, and finally 
returned, again in exile, to live in Kent from 1871 until his death in 1873. Mr. Guest's 
treatment of this material is exhaustive but animated; he refrains from judging 
Napoleon’s actions, policies or personal character. There are interesting contemporary 
illustrations. (92) 


WHITEHALL TO WEST INDIES. Frank A. Norman. Bodley Head, 21s. 
21°9 cm. 256 pages. 9 illustrations. Index. 
From 1904 to 1944 Mr. Norman was a member of the British Civil Service. After 
serving in the Board of Education, in 1912 he was transferred to the Board of Trade. 
Later he proceeded to the Ministry of Labour, and from 1931 to 1937 was closely 
concerned with the International Labour Organisation. In 1939 he became Labour 
Adviser to the Jamaican Government, and from 1941 to 1944 his responsibilities 
were extended to cover the labour questions of the whole British West Indies. 
The personalities and problems encountered in this varied career make this 
autobiography of more than usual interest. (92) 


MY IRISH JOURNAL 1669-1670. William Penn. Edited by Isabel Grubb. 
Introduction by Henry J. Cadbury. Longmans, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 109 pages. 
4 facsimiles. Endpaper maps. Notes. Index. 
A brief record of his daily activities was kept by William Penn on an eight-month 
visit to Ireland when he was twenty-five. His extensive use of initials and abbreviations 
made the journal difficult to use and Miss Grubb’s responsibilities as editor corres- 
pondingly exacting. She has discharged them admirably, her historical introduction 
and her notes being sufficient to enlighten the reader without overweighting the 
diary. The entries deal with two principal topics—the management of the estates 
in Cork of his father, Admiral Sir William Penn, and the exercise of his influence 
with Dublin Castle on behalf of imprisoned Quakers. Here his social status was 
an asset. If the appeal of the journal is specialised Irish readers will find in it some 
useful sidelights on the outlook of the time, while for others this early autobiographical 
fragment of the founder of Pennsylvania will have a special interest. (92) 


RACHMANINOFF. Victor I. Seroff. Cassell, 21s. 22-2 cm. 260 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. 10 plates. List of compositions. Bibliography. Index. 
The importance of this work (which comes from America) is that it is the first 
full-length biography of Sergei Rachmaninoff (1873-1943), in whom the rival claims 
of composer, conductor and concert pianist were so often in conflict. The author 
had the advantage of knowing Rachmaninoff during his last years; he has also made 
good use of previously published data. His book is carefully written, and gives an 
objective portrait—sympathetic yet not uncritical—of a strange character, and throws 
some pertinent sidelights on the musical world in which he moved—from his earlier 
days in his beloved Russia to his final uneasy exile in the U.S.A. There is little of 
musical criticism here, and what there is is somewhat jejune, but as an account of 
Rachmaninoff’s life—so full of incident and in so many parts of the world—the 
book is of absorbing interest. (92) 
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PORTRAIT OF AN ADMIRAL. The Life and Papers of Sir Herbert 


Richmond. Arthur J. Marder. Cape, 30s. 22°8 cm. 407 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 
Notes. Index. 


Admiral Richmond, who died in 1946, was both seaman and scholar. After voluntary 
retirement from the Royal Navy he held high academic appointments in Cambridge 
University and was a distinguished naval historian, ranking with Clowes, Corbett 
and Mahan. The papers selected from his diaries cover the period 1909-20 and are 
a valuable contribution to the naval history of the First World War. Richmond 
was known for his fearless criticisms and adherence to hard facts and he has much 
to say about Admiralty procedure. A protagonist of the cruiser and destroyer, he 
argued strongly against the big battleship, the aircraft carrier and the submarine.

ARABIAN JUBILEE. H. St. John Philby. Hale, 30s. 23-4 cm. 294 pages. 
48 illustrations. Notes. Index. 


As a great personal friend of King Ibn Sa’ud, long resident at his court, and for 
even longer concerned closely with Arabian affairs, Mr. Philby is uniquely qualified 
to write of the consolidation of his hero’s power over Nejd and his conquest of 
the Hedjaz; of the political problems of his country, internal and external; of its 
development since the discovery of oil on its eastern coast; and of the daily life of 
the King and the people. He writes of topics which are contentious—notably the 
emergence of Isracl, or delicate—such as the domestic arrangements of the palace, 
with a frankness which enhances the interest of his account of them. A book 
indispensable to the student of Middle Eastern affairs. (92) 


WILLIAM SMELLIE. The Master of British Midwifery. R. W. Johnstone. 
Livingstone, 20s. 22°8 cm. 147 pages. Coloured portrait frontispiece. 30 illustrations. 
References. Index. 

That Professor Johnstone has had access to new material ensures the interest of 

medical historians in this biography of the Scots practitioner who, dissatisfied with 

his failures in midwifery, migrated to London to learn more, found there that 

‘nothing was to be learned’, and himself turned teacher. Obstetricians too will 

admire this scholarly appraisal of Smellie’s contribution to eighteenth century 

knowledge of the mechanism of parturition, to the management of labour, normal 
and abnormal, and the training of midwives and medical students. While Smellie’s 
work, his practice, teaching, his Treatise, Anatomical Tables, are the main theme 
of this study, his personality is clearly and sympathetically delineated against the 
background of eighteenth century rural Scotland and Hogarthian London. (92) 


SIR JOHN SOANE. John Summerson. Art & Technics, 10s. 6d. 19 cm. 
45 pages. 79 illustrations. (Architectural Biographies) 


A short life of the brilliant, unhappy, passionately dedicated architect, who on his 
death left the Soane Museum, which contains his remarkable collection, to enrich 
London and serve the architectural profession that followed him. The author is 
the present curator of the Museum, an outstanding critic who has done much to 
restore Soane to the honoured place that he now belatedly adorns. Time, vandalism 
and war have dealt harshly with Sir John’s buildings and very many of the excellent 
illustrations in this book are from drawings and engravings. John Summerson, as 
might be expected, has written an essay which is a model of its kind. (92) 
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TEDDER. Roderic Owen. Collins, 18s. 22-2 cm. 320 pages. Index. 
The author has set himself a difficult task in writing a biography of that outstanding 
but elusive personality of World War II Marshal of the Royal Air Force Lord Tedder. 
After an account of Tedder’s early life, Roderic Owen traces his rapid rise to fame 
from an almost unknown Air Vice-Marshal at the beginning of the war to one who 
held such key posts as Air Officer Commanding-in-Chief, Middle East; Air 
Commander-in-Chief and Deputy to Eisenhower for the Invasion; Deputy Supreme 
Allied Commander at $.H.A.E.F.; Chief of the Air Staff; until in 1951 he became 
Chancellor of Cambridge University. This ‘popular’ if somewhat superficial study 
of an enigmatic character throws some interesting sidelights on the theatres of war 
mentioned. (92) 


A QUEEN AT HOME. An Intimate Account of the Social and Domestic 
Life of Queen Victoria’s Court. Vera Watson. W. H. Allen, 18s. 22-2 cm. 264 pages. 
17 plates. Index. 

The author has compiled from the records of the Lord Chamberlain’s Department 

an account of affairs at Court from 1837 to 1885. These records give details of how 

the Queen conducted her court and the way in which the Royal Household was 
run, the great Ceremonies of State, the arrangements made for the reception of 
foreign sovercigns and the wages and welfare of the royal housemaids. This is not 
just another book on Victoria but one which breaks fresh ground and, though it 
may only appeal to those who are fascinated by the Victorian court, will give those 
readers many brilliant glimpses of that circle and will enlighten them entertainingly 
on the inner workings of a palace. (92) 


FRANK WOOLLEY. Oliver Warner. Phoenix House, 5s. 19 cm. 63 pages. 
4 plates. (Cricketing Lives) 
The play of Frank Woolley, probably the most brilliant left-handed batsman that 
England has ever produced, belongs now to another era, before first-class cricket 
had become an industry and when professionals could freely pursue their style and 
natural bent. Lovers of cricket would travel many miles in the hope of secing a 
few minutes of this player who could never bore his spectators. Mr. Warner’s 
biography provides a full account of Woolley’s outstanding achievements and 
succeeds in recapturing something of the grace of an incomparable stylist. (92) 


BYRON, SHELLEY AND THEIR PISAN CIRCLE. C. L. Cline. 
Murray, 25s. 22°2 cm. 275 pages. 4 illustrations. Index. 
Professor Cline has found some new material to swell the formidable mass of 
evidence already available concerning the last months of Shelley’s life. His discoveries 
do not alter the familiar outline of the character and temperament of the two poets 
and their relationship, but they certainly add to our knowledge of the supporting 
characters of their entourage during this tragic period, Trelawny, Taaffe, Williams 
and the rest. They also throw fresh light on the attitude of the Italian authorities 
towards this brilliant but erratic English literary colony of Tuscany. (920) 


REAL PEOPLE. Sheila Wingfield. Cresset Press, 18s. 21-5 cm. 209 pages. 


20 illustrations. 


These sixty-three sketches of people and places—mainly in Eire, England and 
America—mirror so many reflections of the personality of the author that their total 
effect is autobiographical. That personality, too, is many-sided, expressing itself in 
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activities ranging from writing poetry to riding to hounds. Viscountess Powerscourt’s 
real people are of great variety and often unnamed, but she has observed them all 
with much sensibility; and her memories and impressions, recorded with an almost 
Chinese economy of brushwork, arouse and hold the reader’s interest. (920) 


WHO WAS WHO, 1941-1950. A Companion to Who's Who, containing 
the biographies of those who died during the decade 1941-1950. Black, 80s. 
22*2 cm. 1,303 pages. 

This is the fourth of the series of volumes containing biographies of persons, included 

in Who’s Who, who have died since 1897. The entries are removed from Who's 

Who on the death of the subject and contain the same information as in the last 

issue of Who's Who, with the date of death appended. This series of volumes forms 

a valuable work of reference on personalities who have died during the last fifty 

years. (920) 


WHO’S WHO, 1952. An Annual Biographical Dictionary with which is 
incorporated ‘Men and Women of the Time’. 104th year. Black, 1oos. 22*2 cm. 
3,253 pages. 

This famous biographical dictionary includes details of prominent living British 

personalities and the most celebrated figures of the Commonwealth and of foreign 

countries. The author entries give bibliographies of works published, with dates 
of publication in most cases. The entries are prepared by the subjects themselves, 
and are revised annually. A list of abbreviations used in the volume and an obituary 
section are included, with a supplement of last-minute information. There is a section 
on the members of the Royal Family, although this is somewhat out of date, as 
the book had gone to press before the death of King George VI. (920) 


Europe 
UNDERSTANDING EUROPE. Christopher Dawson. Sheed & Ward, 
16s. 20°3 cm. 271 pages. Index. 

Christopher Dawson has been studying and interpreting Europe and western 
civilisation for a great many years. In this short book he epitomises his conclusions. 
His theme is that the threat to western civilisation is two-fold: the break-up of 
Europe into many nations and the consequent disintegration of our system of 
education. In the development from medieval or Christian Europe to modern 
Europe there has been a division into and an emphasis on the importance of nation- 
states. Education that used to have a common basis of Hellenic and Roman studies 
is now based on national cultures, whereas Europe and its history should be studied 
as a whole and as a common heritage. Its future health and strength depend, in 
Mr. Dawson’s view, on a revival of Christianity. (940) 


A HISTORY OF EUROPE FROM THE EARLIEST TIMES TO 
1713. H. A. L. Fisher. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 18s. 22°8 cm. 750 pages. 20 maps 
(3 in colour). Chapter bibliographies. Index. 


A HISTORY OF EUROPE FROM THE BEGINNING OF THE 
18TH CENTURY TO 1937. H. A. L. Fisher. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
18s. 22°8 cm. 621 pages. 17 maps (3 in colour). Chapter bibliographies. Index. 

These two books, now self-contained and separately indexed, have hitherto appeared 

as Volumes I and II of the standard two-volume edition (1938) of H. A. L. Fisher’s 

famous History of Europe. But the pagination remains unaltered to facilitate the 
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tracing of references to this work in other publications. First published in 1935, 
this work at once won a place in the English historiographical tradition because of 
the lucidity and grace of its narrative. While some of Fisher’s views on particular 
periods, for example on the Middle Ages, may not always find general acceptance, 
the balanced proportions and the urbanity of the whole work will ensure for it a 
key position for many years, both for the student as a general conspectus and for 
the general reader, as an example of historical literature that is brilliant in its clarity.

SLAVES OF THE SON OF HEAVEN. Roy H. Whitecross. Dymock’s 
Book Arcade (Sydney, Australia), 16s. 22*2 cm. 246 pages. Plates. Maps. 
The author, who was a private in the Eighth Division, A.LF., was one of thousands 
taken prisoner by the Japanese on the fall of Singapore in February 1942. This is a 
personal and authentic account of what have now come to be regarded as experiences 
typical of those endured by the troops unfortunate cnough to fall into enemy hands. 
The story of life in camps at Changi and Tavoy, of work on the Burma-Thailand 
railway, and of coalmining in Japan is an engrossing and frequently a deeply moving 
one. (940°547) 


THE WHITE RABBIT. The Story of Wing Commander F. F. E. Yeo- 
Thomas, G.C., M.C. Bruce Marshall. Evans Bros., 16s. 22-2 cm. 271 pages. 
12 illustrations. Index. 

During the war Yeo-Thomas did valuable work as a liaison officer assisting in the 

organisation of the Resistance Movement in France—where he was frequently 

dropped by parachute. In 1944 he was granted an interview with Winston Churchill, 
which resulted in aid to the Resistance being substantially increased. Yeo-Thomas, 
however, was captured. The second part of the book describes in detail the tortures 
to which he was subjected by the Gestapo in their unsuccessful attempts to obtain 
information and relates his experiences in various prison camps—including the 
notorious Buchenwald—until, finally, he managed to escape. Bruce Marshall has 
written a graphic story of these remarkable adventures which brings into grim 
contrast the high courage and the limitless brutality of war. (940°548) 


Britain 
THE DOCUMENTS OF THE GREAT CHARTER, 1215. Arthur 
Jefferies Collins. Oxford University Press, 6s. 25-4 cm. 48 pages. Paper bound. 

Magna Carta was from the first invested with a peculiar sanctity, and its pre-eminence 
in the political arena as an active prohibition of abuses of the prerogative lasted until 
the seventeenth century. Now that the benefits it won are secure, it is possible to 
show that many of its provisions have been misinterpreted and to try to elucidate 
the real intentions of its feudal draftsmen. In this pamphlet the Keeper of Manuscripts 
in the British Museum examines the basic problem of the form in which Magna 
Carta was given to Britain, the actual deeds which were executed in 1215 when 
King John and the barons met at Runnymede. He also considers what has since 
become of those instruments. (942-03) 


THE MURDER OF SIR THOMAS OVERBURY. William 
McElwee. Faber, 21s. 22°2 cm. 280 pages. 7 portraits. Index. 

Sir Thomas Overbury, for a short time one of the most influential men in Jacobean 

politics, was murdered at the Tower of London in 1613 at the instigation of the 
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Countess of Essex. She feared that the revelations he might make in prison would 
imperil her divorce from Essex and her subsequent marriage to Robert Carr, to 
whom Overbury was secretary. The ensuing trial was a famous one; the Lord Chief 
Justice himself examined the witnesses. The story has been told several times previously 
either in outline or amplified with some speculation. In this account the author 
attempts to tell it in full, to a considerable extent leaving the characters to speak for 
themselves either through their letters or evidence. The narrative is not documented 
but there is a full note on authorities. (942°06) 


Spain 
THE HISTORY OF SPAIN. Louis Bertrand and Sir Charles Petrie. 2nd 
edition, revised and continued to the year 1945. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 30s. 22-2 cm. 
432 pages. 5 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
In this new edition of a book first published in 1934 and generally accepted as a 
readable, scholarly, and original account of the Spanish contribution to European 
civilisation, Sir Charles Petrie has left untouched the chapters in which his late 
colleague took the narrative down to the reign of Philip II. Sir Charles has 
substantially recast his own contribution on later Spanish history. Whereas the 
book originally ended with the establishment of the Second Republic in 1931, the 
narrative has now been extended to cover the Civil War, and additional chapters 
carry Spanish history down to the close of the Second World War. Sir Charles 
has done his work cautiously, paying scrupulous attention to fact. Pending the 
opening of archives not yet available to the historian, the book provides the most 
up-to-date account of Spanish affairs at present available in English. (946) 


SPAIN IN THE MODERN WORLD. James Cleugh. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
21s. 22°2 cm. 291 pages. 4 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
An interpretation of modern Spain by a writer with first-hand knowledge, the eye 
and pen of a skilled journalist, and a shrewd sense of political realities. Disturbed by 
the isolation of Spain in the western world, of which she is an integral part, the 
author has set himself to provide authoritative information, and an unprejudiced 
statement of the challenge which such a situation offers alike to Spain and to the 
western powers. His survey is clear, balanced, concise, and honest. He discusses 
first the land itself and the implications of geography; then the people, with their 
various racial characteristics, are analysed. A brief but lively survey of Spanish history 
is followed by an analysis of the present constitution, and an account of Spanish 
society. Since the author is mainly concerned with the future of Spain in world 
politics, considerable attention is given to economic and military questions, and to 
foreign policy. A readable and provocative book. (946) 


Scandinavia 


SCANDINAVIA: Sweden, Denmark and Norway. Eric de Maré. Batsford, 
21s. 22*2 cm. 272 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 100 illustrations (including 4 maps). 
6 line drawings. Index. (Countries of Europe) 
One can imagine no more satisfying introduction to Norway, Sweden and Denmark 
for the normal intelligent reader than this book. It provides a remarkably detailed 
picture of the national characteristics, general culture, landscape and _ historical 
background of all three countries. The author is excellently qualified to write about 
them. Of almost entirely Swedish descent, he is British born and bred, an architect 
and a well-known writer on architecture, a splendid photographer, and a man of

wide interests who knows intimately the people and places that he describes. 
The illustrations, mostly photographs of high quality, many of them taken by the 
author, are worthy of the text. (948) 


United States of America 
AMERICAN HISTORY AND AMERICAN’ HISTORIANS. 
A Review of Recent Contributions to the Interpretation of the History of the 
United States. H. Hale Bellot. University of London: The Athlone Press, 25s. 22°2 cm. 
348 pages. 7 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
It is of interest that it has been left to a British historian, H. Hale Bellot, Common- 
wealth Fund Professor of American History and Vice-Chancellor of the University 
of London, to present the most comprehensive and competent survey of the develop- 
ment of historical scholarship in America among those who were or are primarily 
concerned with the American scene. This survey is limited to the period of the 
past seventy-five years and it shows most strikingly the influence upon historical 
studies, in the elevation of standards, of the establishment at certain of the universities 
of research seminars directed by scholars trained abroad, particularly in Germany. 
In a series of meaty chapters the writer emphasises the impressive results of this 
research in filling in historical lacuna as well as in the reinterpretation of the American 
past, largely as the result of the investigation of regional and local history. (973)

General 

LET IT COME DOWN. Paul Bowles. Lehmann, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 318 pages. 
In this novel Mr. Bowles develops to an even more marked degree the brilliant 
powers of description and peculiar ‘futilitarian’ philosophy that ran through The 
Sheltering Sky and his book of short stories A Little Stone. Dyer, a rather futile bank 
clerk, throws up his work in New York and takes a nebulous job with a travel 
agency in Tangier. Plunged into the corruption of an international port—a subject 
treated with great gusto to its last grimy detail—Dyer is swept along on an ever 
growing wave of crime and evil, not so much unable to resist his obvious destiny, 
as unaware of any existing. An exciting story with a colourful background, it is 
raised above the average by the overtones of a philosophy and type of character 
that are rapidly becoming the property of this novelist. 


THE SMOKING MOUNTAIN. Stories of Post-War Germany. Kay Boyle. 
Faber, 15s. 20°3 cm. 232 pages. 

Kay Boyle’s collection of short stories about the American troops stationed in 
Germany since the war is—odd as it may seem—to be recommended less for its 
fiction than for its factual introduction. This introduction—an essay of some sixty 
pages—is a masterly piece of journalism describing a two-year residence in Germany 
spent in contact with Germans of high and low social position, Nazis and non-Nazis. 
It is shrewd, outspoken, passionate—an invaluable piece of sociology. The stories 
themselves vary in quality: Cabaret is one of the most successful, and others worth 
attention are Frankfurt in Our Blood, Adam’s Death, and Summer Evening. 


A PLAY TOWARD. Elizabeth Coxhead. Faber, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 239 pages. 
A warm humanity, tempered by a keen sense of social values, informs this many- 
stranded story set in a mixed Grammar School in a small manufacturing town in 
the Midlands in 1922. In the summer, Mrs. Littlejohn, practical wife of the cultivated, 
idealistic headmaster, produced A Midsummer Night’s Dream for public performance. 
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The quiet dramas of that term are indicative not only of the subtle failings in human 
understanding and the conflicts of human nature, but also—less obtrusively—of a 
social pattern in transition; for the personal problems of masters, mistresses, School 
Governors, adolescents (very adroitly handled) have a bearing on the implications 
of ‘education’ itself, whether in the private life or in the wider sphere of the community 
at large. 


PATRICE PERIOT. Georges Duhamel. Translated from the French by 
E. F. Bozman. Dent, 11s.6d. 19 cm. 255 pages. 

M. Duhamel is exactly what an academic writer should be, but so rarely is— 
craftsmanlike, traditional in method but modern in mind, conscious of his 
responsibility to the society in which he lives. In his new novel M. Duhamel describes 
the intellectual and emotional difficulties of a scientist attached to the Sorbonne in 
Paris who allows his genuine humanitarian feelings to be misused by the communists. 
His plight is typical of many well-meaning people in the world today and M. Duhamel 
presents it with an acute understanding of their sincerity and confusion. The book 
has been translated into splendidly natural English. 


DOTING. Henry Green. Hogarth Press, 11s.6d. 19 cm. 256 pages. 


Mr. Green has proved himself to be one of the most sheerly original novelists now 
writing. Regrettably, he is in danger of becoming somewhat mannered. With a 
chilly distaste he, here, presents a handful of characters—a well-to-do London couple, 
their schoolboy son (playing a minor role), the husband’s ‘best friend’, and two 
very young girls. The five adults are projected—almost entirely by means of 
dialogue—in a kaleidoscope of flirtations without affection and loveless sexual 
activities. Under the surface of the utterly fatuous conversations, one is made aware 
of the extremely complex motives and of the needs that actuate these unloving and 
unlovable people. This is not vintage Green, but one must admire the technical 
accomplishment here displayed. 


THE RIDGE AND THE RIVER. T. A. G. Hungerford. Angus & 
Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 16s. 22°2 cm. 220 pages. 


Bright patches of descriptive writing, numerous passages of realistic dialogue typical 
of the Australian soldier's dry humour, and an underlying vein of philosophy impress 
the reader of this novel. The author tells in a matter-of-fact and convincing manner 
of three or four days in the life of a patrol on Bougainville Island, skilfully re-creating 
the atmosphere of the jungle campaign. The manuscript won for Mr. Hungerford 
a prize in the Sydney Morning Herald literary competitions of 1950. 


BARABBAS. P§r Lagerkvist. Translated from the Swedish by Alan Blair. 
Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 143 pages. 

This short novel gives a view of the birth of Christianity by showing us its reflection, 
as it were, in the mind of an outsider, Barabbas, the criminal who was released at 
the Crucifixion. For the rest of his life after his encounter with Christ—he becomes 
a bandit and later a slave—Christ’s message, ‘love one another’, pursues and torments 
him and gives him no rest until he, too, is finally crucified for taking part in a 
Christian revolt against Rome. Whether or not he is a believer is, however, in doubt 
even at the end. This is a remarkable book, plain and terse in style, profound in 
its meaning, reverent in its attitude. It creates a vivid picture of life in Palestine and 
Rome at a time when Christ was only one of many religious heretics and Christianity 
was being founded on a basis of fact and hearsay by small underground groups. 
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THE HOLY SINNER. Thomas Mann. Translated from the German by 

H. T. Lowe-Porter. Secker & Warburg, 15s. 20°3 cm. 286 pages. Bibliography. 
The tale that Thomas Mann tells here is like a simple design that is made to appear 
complex by being woven into a background of richly decorative detail. It is about 
a brother and sister of a noble medieval family who loved each other so much that 
they lived together as man and wife and had a child; this child, a son named Grigorss, 
was abandoned to the sea but was rescued by fishermen and later returned to become 
his mother’s consort and subsequently a Pope. The story is recounted by a monk, 
Clemens, and this gives Thomas Mann opportunity for much interesting theological 
and historical discourse. While not one of Thomas Mann’s great works, The Holy 
Sinner is nevertheless a fascinating book. 


THREE BEAR WITNESS. Patrick O'Brian. Secker & Warburg, 10s.6d. 
19 cm. 206 pages. 

In his first novel Patrick O’Brian employs a narrative device—three people explaining 
themselves to a divine inquisitor—that enables him to comment on his story and 
its people from the complementary points of view of the characters themselves. 
These characters are a university lecturer who goes to live in the Welsh mountains, 
a neighbouring sheep farmer and his wife. The university lecturer falls in love with 
the farmer’s wife. That is all, but in Mr. O’ Brian’s hands it becomes much: a wonderful 
tragic pattern of love, philosophy, and natural history. The descriptions of work in 
the countryside are superb. 


A TOUCH OF THE SUN. William Sansom. Hogarth Press, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
256 pages. 

In his early work Mr. Sansom showed the influence of Kafka; of late he has tended 
to follow the example of Henry James. In this new collection of short stories essays 
in both manners are to be found: fantasy and terror in such tales as The Face at the 
Window and A Game of Billiards, leisurely sophistication in Episode at Gastein and 
A Mountain Affair. The stories vary greatly in scene: France, Austria, Italy, Spain, 
England. 


THE WAY TO GLORY. J. D. Scott. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
220 pages. 

An Englishman mildly bored by his wife goes on a business trip to Paris; there he 
has an affair with an attractive young West Indian; he returns to his wife in London. 
As the plot of a novel nothing could be more commonplace, yet Mr. Scott makes 
it an exciting and intelligent study of our contemporary dissatisfaction, particularly 
of the loneliness of a man who experienced social guilt in the ’30s but who has since 
lost his belief in the political remedies of that time. The conclusion of the book—that 
we must help the unfortunate even though it seems a waste of time—is becoming 
a fashionable recommendation in modern novels. Mr. Scott’s laconic, somewhat 
cynical style is highly readable. 


MIXED COMPANY. Collected Short Stories of Irwin Shaw. Cape, 15s. 
20°§ cm. 414 pages. 

In this volume Mr. Shaw has collected the best of the short stories he has written 

to date—from the predominantly American stories of the 1930s to the cosmopolitan 
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tales of the 40s and sos. Mr. Shaw is very much aware of the malaise of the modern 
world and is adept at revealing it—perhaps too adept. He seems to work in a clinically 
tidy laboratory where emotion is regarded as a sentimental redundancy. The stories, 
therefore, lack “heart’—though their interest is undeniable and the efficiency of their 
execution impressive. 


Reprints 
MEMOIRS OF PRINCE ALEXY HAIMATOFF. Thomas Jefferson 
Hogg. Introduction by Sidney Scott. Review by P. B. Shelley. Folio Society, 15s. 
23 cm. 156 pages. 8 wood engravings by Douglas Percy Bliss. 
This youthful romance of amorous and ‘mystical’ adventures in Europe, 
Constantinople and England, first published (as ‘by John Brown’) in 1813, has little 
intrinsic literary importance. Its main interest is that it was written by Shelley’s 
friend and biographer, reviewed enthusiastically by Shelley, is almost unknown and 
has apparently never been reprinted before. 


RIPENESS IS ALL. Eric Linklater. Pan Books, 2s. 18 cm. 223 pages. Paper 
bound. 

First published in 1935 and told with all the author’s rich satiric humour, this is 

the tale of the effect on the testator’s family of a will in which he bequeaths his large 

fortune to whichever of his children should, by a stated date, ‘have become the 

parent of the largest family born in wedlock’. 


THE WIND CANNOT READ. Richard Mason. Pan Books, 2s. 18 cm. 
256 pages. Paper bound. 

First published in 1947, The Wind Cannot Read is the story, told in the first person, 
of a young British officer who, after fighting his way out of Burma into India, was 
posted to Bombay to learn Japanese and learned as well to love his Japanese instructress. 
The background of life in wartime India and of the fighting in the Burmese jungle 
is vividly re-created, and the characterisation both of the two main and of several 
minor roles. including an Indian servant, is very skilful. 


MOBY-DICK. Herman Melville. Introduction by James Hanley. Macdonald, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 639 pages. 7 drawings by Stein. (Macdonald Illustrated Classics) 
An attractive new edition of this great American novel of whaling, reprinted from 


the first American edition of 1851: Melville’s masterpiece and possibly the greatest 
sea story ever written. 


THE BEST OF ‘SAKI’. Selected with an Introduction by Graham Greene. 
2nd edition. Bodley Head, 6s. 19 cm. 192 pages. 

If this is not exactly the ‘best’ of Saki (every reader will be able to substitute his 
own favourites), it is nevertheless a highly interesting selection. For one thing, it 
includes stories from the early ‘Reginald’ books and the posthumous Toys of Peace; 
for another, the selection has been influenced by Mr. Greene’s own predilections to 
throw into prominence an aspect of Saki’s work commonly overlooked—its cruelty. 
In his introduction Mr. Greene compares the various ways in which Dickens, Kipling, 
and Saki (H. H. Munro, 1870-1916) reacted to an unhappy childhood: Dickens 
learned sympathy, while Kipling and Saki fashioned a literary machine that excluded 
the world that had treated them so unkindly.

DROWSY AND THE BEANSTALK. DROWSY GOES TO 
SCHOOL. Elf Lewis Clarke. Oxford University Press, 5s. each. 18-4 cm. 32 pages. 
Illustrations by Constance Marshall. 

Children of four to seven will welcome these further adventures of Drowsy 

Dormouse and his cousin Timmy the Fieldmouse—in the former, growing a 

giant beanstalk, enjoying a party, and helping to outwit two noisy starlings; in 

the latter, giving a good account of themselves at Mr. Tawny Owl’s school—told 
and illustrated in a simple and pleasing manner. 


DAUNTLESS SAILS IN. Peter Dawlish. Oxford University Press, 9s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 259 pages. Illustrations by P. A. Jobson. 

Four previous Dauntless books have proved how excellently Mr. Dawlish can combine 
an exciting story with a great deal of factual detail about sailing. Here, the five lads 
who own the ex-French crabber come across a luxurious motor cruiser adrift and 
abandoned near the Scilly Isles. The owner of Volunteer turns out be to a famous 
scientist who has been kidnapped because he is in possession of important secrets. 
The action of this thrilling detective story of the sea (many of the ‘clues’ are of 
nautical import) moves from English waters to the French coast, and provides 
engrossing reading for boys from thirteen onwards. 


LITTLE PIG BARNABY and Other Stories. Ursula Hourihane. Oxford 

University Press, 7s.6d. 20°3 cm. 109 pages. Illustrations by Judith Brook. 
These ten little stories, which have all been broadcast, are very skilfully composed for 
reading aloud. Most of them are about animals that a small child knows—a pig, 
a Scotty, a duck, some kittens, a mare and foal, and a hen—and they contain just 
the right sort of simple, lively incident to interest the four to six-year-olds. 


SOUTH SEA ADVENTURE. Willard Price. Cape, 9s.6d. 20-3 cm. 
222 pages. Coloured frontispiece. Drawings by Pat Marriott. 


The American author of Amazon Adventure continues the exploits of Hal and Roger 
Hunt, whose father runs an animal farm near New York. The lads are entrusted 
with a commission to bring home a number of marine creatures from islands in 
the west Pacific. They also investigate a secret oyster-bed on behalf of its creator, 
and outwit a famous pearl thief on a similar, unauthorised, errand. Their adventures 
on sea and land are hair-raising indeed, but a sturdy realism and the author’s 
knowledge of the Pacific lend them credence. For boys from twelve onwards. 


BLACK BANNER PLAYERS. Geoffrey Trease. Heinemann, 1os.6d. 
20°3 cm. 247 pages. 6 illustrations by Richard Kennedy. 

The four young people who appeared in those Cumberland tales No Boats on 

Bannermere and Under Black Banner here figure in a naturalistic, yet exciting story 

with a pleasantly literary twist. Bill, the narrator, is struggling to write; Penny, 

daughter of the local bookseller, would like to be an actress; together with Tim and 

Sue, who complete the quartette, they form a group of players. There is extra work

for Tim, with detective leanings, when a low-down authoress is suspected of stealing 
the manuscript of an eighteenth century diary. A vivid and sensible tale for the 
twelve-year-olds and over. 


Non-Fiction 


HOW MOTOR-CARS ARE MADE. THE STORY OF COAL. 
THE STORY OF IRON AND STEEL. THE STORY OF 
SHIPBUILDING. Herbert Arthur. Odhams Press, 2s. each. 22-2 cm. 32 pages. 
25: 24: 16: 21 illustrations. Bibliography. Paper bound (Britain's Wealth in Industry) 


This series of booklets is designed to give young people an insight into the essential 
processes of the main industries in Great Britain. Each book is written and arranged 
in a clear and interesting way. The clear type and numerous photographs, diagrams 
and drawings make the books particularly useful and attractive to the young person 
who is often unable to bridge the gap between the formal science teaching of the 
classroom and the great achievements in industry. 


TO THE WHITE NORTH. The Story of Sir John Franklin. Kathleen 
Fidler. Lutterworth Press, 8s.6d. 20°3 cm. 214 pages. Coloured frontispiece and 
16 illustrations by F. Furnivall. Endpaper map. 


Miss Fidler is responsible for many books of adventure for children and brings a 
novelist’s touch to this full-length life of the great explorer (1786-1847). She 
concentrates chiefly on Franklin’s three expeditions to the outposts of North America 
(1819-22, 1825-7, and 1845-7—when the whole party perished) in which he 
navigated and charted the polar waters in his, eventually successful, attempts to 
discover the North-West Passage. This heartening and vividly told story of heroism 
and integrity in the face of appalling physical conditions will appeal to young people 
from twelve years onwards. 


THE DAYS OF CHIVALRY. Stories from Froissart’s Chronicles. Edited 
with an Introduction by John Hampden. Edmund Ward (Leicester), 8s.6d. 19 cm. 
184 pages. 4 plates. Notes. (Golden Legend Series) 


Froissart, says Mr. Hampden in his Introduction, more than any other writer of the 
Age of Chivalry, ‘makes those days live again for us in all their splendour, cruelty 
and romance’. He knew well the Court of Edward III, and his Chronicles cover 
the years between 1325 and 1400 and events in Flanders, France, Spain, Portugal 
and England. His whole instinct was for drama, colour, action, and from his work 
Mr. Hampden has made an inspiring selection, using the well-known Berners 
translation of Henry VIII's time. It includes Edward’s notable sea battles, the siege 
of Tournai, Cressy, the struggle for Calais, the sack of Limoges, the tale of Sir Peter 
of Bearn, and the fight at Otterburn. Simple footnotes make still casier the enjoyment 
of a text which should appeal to bright-minded boys and girls from eleven onwards. 


THE DANCING STAR. Gladys Malvern. Reprint. Collins, 6s.6d. 19 cm. 
256 pages. Coloured frontispiece and drawings by Dodo Adler. 


This life of Anna Pavlova (suitable for girls from thirteen onwards) was first published 
in 1944 and continues to be popular. After a somewhat sentimental beginning 
Miss Malvern settles down to an affectionate and vivacious biography of this 
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fascinating and world-famous figure (who died in 1931), which throws interesting 
sidelights on other well-known figures in the Russian ballet world and on the part 
they played in the development of the ballet of their day. 


THE GROWTH OF LONDON. Derek Mayne. Harrap, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 

144 pages. 8 plates. 11 line drawings. Bibliography. Index. 
This book is based on research undertaken for an educational film with the same 
title, and is illustrated with drawings used for the film. It gives a competent account 
of the development of London from the earliest times, which should interest children 
of about fifteen years of age. With more emphasis on the fundamental factors, and 
less attempt to cover the general history of the country, a sharper picture would 
have emerged. 


OXFORD JUNIOR ENCYCLOPAEDIA. General Editors: Laura E. Salt 
and Robert Sinclair. Vol. VI. FARMING AND FISHERIES. Oxford 
University Press, 30s. 25°4 cm. $10 pages. 8 colour plates. Illustrations. 

This excellent encyclopedia, planned in twelve volumes, is primarily intended for 

the older child, but in its authoritative approach to, and adult yet clear presentation 

of, the subject matter, it provides a useful reference book for anybody who requires 

a simple treatment of the many topics with which it deals. This volume (the seventh 

to appear) covers the techniques of farming, farming in tropical regions and in 

some countries outside Britain; pests and diseases; domestic animals; gardening; 
rural crafts; forestry, fishing, and fur hunting and farming. The list of experts who 
have contributed to this volume is impressive, and innumerable illustrations, diagrams 
and photographs enhance the value of the text. 
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
